y^\mA\M.  aftej-  reading  Letters  for  two  Hours  am 
now  fet  down  to  give  you  a  Sketch, 
which  is  the  mofl  I  can  do  at  prefent.  MrKirtland's 
Health  is  much  impaired ;  he  fpits  Blood,  and  is 
exercifed  with  a  grievous  Pain  in  his  Bread.  I  fear 
the  Confequence.  He  has  built  him  a  comfortable 
Houfe.  The  School  confifts  cf  Forty  or  upwards  • 
many  make  good  Proficiency.  David  is  comfort- 
ably fettled  for  the  prefent ;  has  Jof.  Johnfon  for  an 

Ufher  in  the  School  this  Winter. •  Things  have 
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taken  a  happy  Turn  among  the  Mohocks  fince  my 
iaft  Account.  Mr  Chamberlain  Teems  much  incou- 
raged  and  warmly  engaged  -,  he  has  been  exerting 
himfelf,  and  with  good  Succefs,  for  a  Reformation. 
f  lis  Aflemblies  are  crouded  from  time  to  time,  and 
the  Schools  are  filled.  That  he  has  concluded  to 
tarry  with  them  through  the  Winter,  as  hath  alfo 
Mr  Johjfon  in  the  School  at  Fort  Hunter,  unlefs  I 
can  fend  another  Englilli  Youth  to  take  his  Place, 
which  I  Ihali  endeavour  to  do.  The  Number  of 
Children  in  the  four  Schools  is  upwards  of  an  Hun- 
dred, and  likely  will  be  at  leaft  thatNumber  through 
the  Winter ;  but  the  Difficulties  they  have  to  en- 
counter  are  too  many  and  great  to  enumerate  or  de- 
fcribe  ;  but  my  Hope  is  in  God  alone.  There  arc 
to  be  fupported  through  the  Winter  in  the  Wilder- 
nefs,  Meffrs  Kirtland  and  Chamberlain,  Miffionaries; 
David  Fowler  and  Jofeph  John/on,  Mrjohnfon,  Jacob 
Fovder  and  Mofes,  Mohock  Schoolmafters,  bcfides  an 
Interpreter  and  David'&^'ik,  and  all  to  live  by  the 
Penny,  excepting  the  Trifle  the  Indians  will  contri- 
bute. My  dear  Brother,  I  cannot  tell  how  much  I 
love  you.

MrKiRXLAND 
to  the  Reverend  Mr  Wheelock. 

Rev.  and  ever  Honoured  Sir, 

Onoida,  15  Nov.  176^. 
'V^OUR  kind  affeftionate  Letter  by  David  Fowler 
came  fafe  to  Hand,  fince  which  have  had  no 
Opportunity  of  Conveyance,  gladly  embrace  the 
prelent  though  amidft  the  greateft  Hurry  and  Croud 
of  Bufinefs.  I  have  found  myfelf  under  a  necefllty 
of  Building  this  Fall,  to  live  with  the  leaft  pofiible 
Conveniency  and  Comfort:  Am  now  forry  1  did  not 
follow  your  Ad  vice  in  feafon,  though  Z)^i;/(i's  Delay 
put  me  much  back:  Conftant  and  very  hard  Labour 
abroad  for  upwards  of  feventy  Days,  with  many 
other  Troubles,  bring  me  down  very  much.  I  fear 
\  have  feen  my  beft  Days  for  Hardfhips  and  an 
Indian  Life;  a  little  over-ftraining  brings  an  old  Pain 
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m  my  Brcan;  :  Am  not  able  to  Cc;rry  a  Pack  of  a 
rioderate  S:ze  (30  or  40  Weight)  wiLhout  fpitting 
Blood.  Yet  in  the  main  1  have  enjoyed  uiiial  Health 
tl.rough  many  Fatigue?.  BleiTcd  be  God,  I  am  not 
ciiicouraged  ;  1  am  willing  to  wear  out  fooner  or 
later,  if  only  it  may  be  in  the  Caufe  of  my  Divine 
Pv'iaaer.  The  School  here  grows,  the  Scholars  have 
mide  good  Proficiency  under  Mr  M'-Cluer.  I  fup- 
j  ofc  it  vv'ill  increafe  this  Winter.  John/on  will  tarry 
a.^  Uiher  to  Ba-vid  till  next  Spring,  when  I  think 
btft  for  Alofes  to  take  his  Place,  if  he  will  anfwer 
for  an  Interpreter.  1  have  had  Provifions  to  get  for 
tlic  whole  Company,  &c.  fliall  want  Money,  &c. 
'J'a  Building  my  Houfe  coft  ;^2o,  befides  the  Work 
wc  have  l'oiil-.  I  cut  and  drawed  all  ti)e  Tiniber, 
dug  the  Cellar  12  t'cet  fqiiare  and  fix  deep  with  my 
own  Hands,  before  David  came.  Mr  M'C/«.fr  has 
afforded  tue  niuch  Help  as  well  as  Comfort ;  he  bids 
f,<ir  lor  Ufefulnefs.  I  do  n;it  expeft  to  get  my  Pro- 
vifions v/ithc-ut  Uiuch  Difiiculty,  the  Roads  are  (o 
vltv  bad.  I  delign  a  Journey  \.o  New- England  \w 
the  Spring,  ixc.

Samuel  Kirtland. 

Mr  M'CI.ier  arrived  at  Lthanon  Dec.  Sth,  and  in- 
fijniis  us,  that  they  expcd  there  will  be  40  in  the 
School  Lhrouti.Ii  thiii  Winter ;  and  he  fays  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  School  grows  more  and  more  eafy. 
The  Children  are  very  fteady  to  School ;  they  alio 
make  good  Proficiency  in  their  Singing  School. 
He  alfo  gives  an  Account  cf  the  hopeful  Converfion 
cF  a  very  vicious  I'r.u'er  (a  Scotchman)  among  the 
Indians,,  about  eighteen  or  twenty  Miles  dillant,  by 
v/hom  Mr  Kirtland  now  hopes  mucli  Good  may  be 
done,  as  he  is  high  in  the  Efteem  and  Afiedions  of 
the  Indians.     He  alfo  fays,  that  the  commanding

Officer  at  Fort  Stanwick^  about  18  Miles  from 
Ktrtland^  is  very  friendly,  and  has  made  iever^l 
Prefents  to  Mr  Kir t land,  and  offers  to  affift  him  in 
cutting  a  Road  through,  and  making  Bridges  over 
two  Rivers,  one  of  which  is  large.  Mr  Kirtland, 
with  his  Indians,  has  already  cut  and  made  the  Road 
thirteen  Miles,  which  is  the  moft  convenient  Place 
for  Mr  Ktrlland  to  get  his  Supplies  from.  The 
Sachem  of  the  Senecas,  where  Mr  Kir  (land  lived  laft 
Year,  has  been  down  with  his  Wife,  and  a  Number 
of  that  Tribe,  one  hundred  Miles  on  a  Vifit  to  Mr 
Kirtlandy  and  appears  very  fnendly,  and  feemcd  to 
be  much  affeded  when  he  fiw  the  Proficiency  the 
Children  made  in  the  Schools  in  Reading  and  Sing- 
ing. A  little  after  him  came  down  Tekananda^  the 
General  or  Chief  Warrior  of  that  Tribe,  v,'ho  wa*? 
down  at  Lebanon  with  Mr  Kirtland  laft  Spring,  and 
brought  his  little  Son  with  him,  whom  the  S  ichem, 
being  childlefs,  has  adopted,  and  fo  is  Heir  apparent. 
He  has  concluded  to  fend  him  down  with  Mr  Kin- 
land  to  this  School  next  Spring.

1  N  a  Letter  of  the  4th  Inftant  I  informed  you  of 
a  new  Difpofition  we  were  making  here  with 
refped  to  the  Schoolmafters  and  Schools ;  this  was 
completed,  and  v/e  began  to  acfb  upon  it  the  13th  ; 
and  beyond  all  Expedations  it  fucceeded  fo  well 
that  our  Schools,  which  at  moft  had  not  for  fome 
Time  exceeded  Ten  Children,  in  lefs  than  o:\t- 
Week  exceeded  Thirty  •,  and  we  have  how  near  a!i 
the  Children  which  live  any  thing  handy,  and  are 
not  in  the  Woods.     There  are  indeed  two  Families 
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in  this  Caftle  who  have  never  fent  their  Children 
to  School,  and  never  would.  The  Fathers  of  rhefe 
are  about  forty  Years  of  Age,  Men  who  rarely  ap- 
pear in  public,  unlefs  it  be  to  get  drunk.  Laft 
Week  the  Indians  met  together  to  rejoice  at  the 
Birth  of  a  Child.  I  went  to  the  Place  where  they 
were  aflcmbled,  found  thefe  two  Men  not  yet  in- 
toxicated, and,  as  my  Interpreter  was  not  prefent, 
I  afked  them  in  my  own  broken  manner,  how  many 
they  had  fit  to  go  to  School  ?  They  both  anfwered 
they  had  three,  and  immediately  fell  to  raifing  Mttle 
Objedions  againfl:  fending  them  to  School,  all  which 
I  did  my  utmoft  to  remove;  and  at  length  got  a 
Promife,  and  fliall,  I  think,  have  thefe  fix  at  School 
as  foon  as  Plunting-feafon  (now  commencing)  is  ac 
an  End  ;  and  there  is  a  Profped:  of  our  having  the 
Schools  at  both  Places  attended  as  commonly  as  any 
Schools  in  New- England  are.  The  Parents  have 
now  put  their  Children  under  our  Care ;  and  at  this 
Place,  as  foon  as  the  Signal  for  coming  to  School 
has  been  given,  the  Scholars  run  to  School,  or  elfe 
durft  not  let  me  fee  them  on  account  of  their  Neg- 
le(ft.  The  feeming  Reformation  is  not  confined  to 
the  Schools ;  the  People  here  begin  to  attend  Meet- 
ings more  conftantly  and  univerfally  than  ever  they 
before  have  done  fince  I  have  been  in  thefe  Parts. 
1  had  threatened  to  leave  them  on  account  of  their 
Ne2;le6l,  but  cannot  (I  rejoice  at  it)  now  do  it  v/ith- 
out^having  it  faid,  that  I  only  made  that  an  Excufe 
to  get  away,  and  would  not  flay  after  they  were 
careful  to  attend,  A  Month  ago  I  had  not  above 
a  Dozen  or  Fifteen  Hearers ;  I  have  now  nigh  an 
Hundred.  Upon  the  whole,  the  prefent  Profped 
is  fuch,  that  nothing  iliort  of  Neceflity  will  prevent 
my  flaying  to  improve  the  prefent  favourable  Junc- 
ture.    My  Debts  increafe  fad,  &;c.

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Extract  o/" Letters  from  Mr  Samuel  Johnfon 
to  the  Reverend  Eleazar  Wheelock. 

Rev.  and  Hon.  Patron,  ^^^^  q^_  ^^^^_ 

I-IAVING  an  Opportunity,    and  knowing  your 

Defires  to  hear  as  often  as  pqflible,  with  a  Heart 

filled  with  Gratitude  would  give  you  ibme  Account 

of  Affairs  here Lord's  Day,  the  12th,  the  Indians 

concluded  on  a  School  and  Place.  On  Monday  I 
made  it  my  Bufinefs  to  go  round  with  John  Grain, 
one  of  their  Chiefs,  to  fee  what  and  how  many  Chil- 
dren I  could  get ;  another  of  the  Chiefs  joined  us. 
I  applied  firft  to  the  Parents ;  entered  the  Names 
of  all  the  Children  they  confented  to  lend.  And  all 
confented,  except  the  Parents  of  one  large  Family 
who  were  not  at  home.  I'uefday  I  blew  my  Horn, 
and  was  furprifed  to  fee  them  come  together  more 
than  my  Number.  JVednefday  I  had  my  Back-houfe 
full  of  the  little  tawny  Wretches.  My  School  con- 
fifts  of  Twenty-two  or  Twenty-three;  feveral  of  the 
Number  were  fmce  taken  fick,  and  it  feems  the 
Sicknefs  is  increafing.  There  is  a  fair  Profpedl  of  a 
fine  School  here,  if  a  Mafter  could  be  provided.  I 
wifli  you  could  fend  a  Schoolmafter  to  take  my 
Place,  unlefs  I  may  confident  with  Duty  ftay  my- 
felf.  I  believe  here  may  be  the  bed  School  that  was 
ever  known  among  the  Mohocks.  I  live  among 
them,  and  it  will  not  do  for  a  Mafter  to  do  other- 
ways.  At  prefent  they  are  kind  and  liberal  in  their 
own  way;  and  to  flight  their  Kindnefies  theyefteem 
the  higheft  Affront.  1  do  not  let  them  think  that 
they  cannot  cook  Viduals  good  enough  for  me  to 
cat.  I  am  well  in  Health,  and  this  manner  of  living 
does  not  hurt  my  Conftitution.     I  defire  to  setiira 
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to  College  foon,  if  I  may  ;  if  not,  my  Heart  is  not 
hard  enough  to  be  in  a  Hurry   to  leave  them,  but 
wait  with  Patience  to  hear  from  him,  to  whom  I 
would  beg  leave  to  fubfcnte  and  be  efteemed.

1  Received  your  Favour  of  the  2ifl.  oiQ^Icher  fome 
Days  ago.  Hope  my  Letter  of  the  fame  Month 
will  releafe  you  from  fome  of  that  Pain  which  I 
know  you  mull  have  felt,  from  the  Thought  that  all 
your  lindeavcurs  to  inllruft  and  reform  the  Mohocks 
would  certainly  prove  unfuccefsful.  In  Addition 
to  what  you  will  learn  from  that  Letter,  I  heard 
with  great  Pleafure  that  the  two  Schools  under  the 
Care  of  Mr  Johnfon  and  Jacob  Fodder  have  increafed 
to  Fojty-four  or  Porty-five  ;  and  fince  M^t/^j-'s  Ar-. 
rival  we  fet  up  a  Third,  which,  though  fmail  at 
prefent,  will,  I  hope,  when  we  have  Time  to  col- 
le6l  the  Children,  have  Fifteen  or  Sixteen,  without 
any  Diminution  of  the  other  Schools  here,  which 
v/ill  ftill  increafe.  Laft  Sabbath  the  Houfe  where 
we  now  meet,  though  the  largtll  in  the  Caftle,  was 
fo  crouded,  that  fome  of  the  People  were  obliged 
to  turn  out  of  Doors;  and  the  Number  of  thofe 
who  vv'iJl  attend  is  daiiy  increafing,  excepting  many 
of  the  Indians  who  are  now  on  the  Hunt,  and  others 
every  Day  joining  them.  I  know.  Sir,  that  you 
are  now  cxpeding  me  home  :   I  knpw  upon  what 
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Information  you  came  to  a  Conclufion  that  it  was 
beft  to  leave  the  Mohocks  \  but  hope  and  exped:, 
that  when  you  hear  of  the  prefent  State  of  Affairs 
here,  you  will  fay  it  is  bcft  by  all  means  to  improve 
the  favourable  Minute  ;  and  in  Confidence  of  this,  I 
have  fome  Weeks  ago  concluded  not  to  return  till 
the  Spring,  unlefs  1  receive  abfolute  Orders  for  it. 
I  long  for  Succeis,  &c.  I  have  ventured  to  advife 
Mr  Johnfon  to  tarry  at  Fort  Hunter  ;  think  it  will  be 
rnoft  for  his  Advantage  in  regard  to  his  perfe6ting 
himfelf  in  the  Indian  Language.  He  will  be  in 
danger  of  lofing  what  he  has  got  of  it  if  he  leaves 
them  now.  His  Continuance  there  is  the  mod 
likely  Means  of  eftablifhing  and  continuing  a  School 
there.  They  will  not  accept  either  of  the  Indian 
JSchoolmafters.  I  cannot  be  with  them  more  than 
once  in  three  or  four  Wefks.  In  the  Opinion  of 
Gentlemen  beft  acquainted  with  the  Indians  in  thofe 
Parts,  that  School  is  of  as  much  Confequence  as 
any  in  the  Six  Nation  Country.  I  hope  to  obtain 
an  Interpreter  here  this  Winter  without  much  Ex- 
pence.  Mr  Spencer  is  allowed  to  be  their  Black- 
fmith  for  Six  Months.  Your  Supply,  Reverend 
Sir,  by  Mofes^  came  very  feafonably;  as  I  had  then 
lefs  than  two  Dollars,  and  was  in  Debt  for  myfelf, 
the  Schoolmafters  and  Interpreter  near  £  30  lawful 
Money.  Having  made  fome  Provifions  for  my 
own  and  Jacob's,  Stay  here  over  the  Winter,  cannot 
doubt  but  you  will  fupport  me  here,

Rev.  and  Dear  Si^,  „th  April,   ,767. 

"p  O  U  R  Days  ago  Mr  Kirtland  arrived  ;  his  State 
of  Hcakh  is  better  than  it  was  ;  he  feems  at  laft: 
fully  convinced  that  he  mud  for  awhile  abate  his 
Labours  and  Fatigues,  or  foon  quit  the  whole  Ser- 
vice. The  Account  he  gives  is  in  the  main  very 
agreeable.  That  the  Indians  of  that  Town  are  al- 
moft  univerfally  attached  to  hitn,  cannot  bear  a 
Word  of  his  leaving  them.  They  have  made  great 
Proficiency  in  the  Schools  in  Reading  and  Singings 
of  the  latter,  he  fays,  I  cannot  fpeak  too  well ;  it 
is  quite  beyond  what  any  will  conceive,  unlefs  they 
could  hear  them.  They  carry  three  Parts  with  great 
Exadtnefs,  and  many  of  them  yet  eager  to  improve 
further  in  the  Art.  This  is  all  new,  and  beyond 
■what  was  ever  yet  known  among  the  Indians.  Many 
of  them  fay  they  never  knew  fuch  Pleafure  before. 
That  it  is  worth  while  to  be  Chriftians,  if  they  had 
nothing  more  by  it  than  this  Pleafure  of  finging 
Praifes  to  God.  And  to  afTift  them  further,  Mr 
Kirtland  has  already  begun,  and  defigns  to  go  on  to 
tranflate  Pfalms  and  facred  Hymns  into  their  Lan- 
guage, and  to  fit  them  to  Tunes.  This  is  furprifing 
and  affefting  to  fome  that  come  among  them  from 
foreign  Tribes.  At  prefent  there  is  a  great  Refor- 
mation among  them  as  to  their  Morals.  A  liftning 
Ear  to  the  Word  preached,  Thoughtfulnefs  and 
real  Concern  about  their  Salvation,  appears  in  a 
confidcrabie  Number.  There  have  been  no  more 
than  two  drunk  belonging  to  that  Town  fmce  De- 
cember 15th,  and  one  of  them  was  the  only  one  in 

that 
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that  Town  who  oppofed  Mr  Kirtland's  Meafures. 
On  that  Day  Mr  Kirtland,  after  many  unfuccefsful 
Attempts  to  put  a  Stop  to  that  Vice,  called  the 
Town  together,  and  told  them  if  they  would  all  of 
them,  Men  and  Women,  Old  and  Young,  agree 
and  folemnly  engage  to  leave  their  Drunkennefs,  and 
enable  him  to  put  fuch  Determinations  in  Execution 
by  appointing  fix  or  eight  of  their  chief  Men  to 
be  with  him  and  alTift  him  therein,  with  full  Power 
to  feize  all  intoxicating  Liquor  and  deftroy  it,  or 
difpofe  of  it  as  he  fhould  think  proper,  he  would 

tarry  with  them,  otherwife  he  would  leave  them 

Thereupon,  after  four  or  fix  Days  Confideration, 
they  unanimoufly  appointed  eight,  whom  Mr  Kirt- 
land  nominated,  who  have  been  very  officious  and 
faithful  in  the  Affair ;  and  the  Succefs  of  this  Step 
has  been  fuch,  that  notwithftanding  about  eighty 
Caggs  or  Cafks  of  Rum  have  fince  that  time  been 
carried  through  that  Town,  and  offered  to  fale,  and 
in  a  number  of  Inftances  offered  freely  as  a  Prefent, 
and  their  Acceptance  of  it  ftrongly  urged,  yet  they 
have  never  in  one  Inftance  been  prevailed  upon  to 
accept  it  :  fteadily  replying,  when  urged  to  it, 
**  It  is  contrary  to  the  Minifter's  Word,  and  our 
♦*  Agreement  with  him.*'  A  Number  have  pub- 
licly made  Confeffions  of  their  paft  Drunkennefs 
and  other  Vices,  and  to  two  in  particular,  above 
the  reft,  Mr  Kirtland  hopes  God  has  granted  Re- 
pentance unto  Life.  This  has  had  a  very  different 
Effed  upon  the  Indians  of  Old  Onoida^  where  Mr 
Kime  was  fent  laft  Spring,  but  left  them  for  want 
of  Health  (as  I  informed  you)  two  of  the  principal 
Men  of  that  Town  have  removed  to  live  under 
Mr  Kirtland*^  Inftrudion  :  The  reft  of  the  Town 
are  generally  in  Oppofition  to  the  Reformation  be- 
gun, and  to  Mr  Kirtland  as  the  Ii.ftrument  of  it.-— 
The  Enmic/  is  ib  g';eat,    that  near  Relations,   as 

Brother? 
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Brothers  and  Sifters,  have  not  vifited  one  another 
fince  the  aforefaid  Agreement.  A  Number  of  that 
Town  have  been  trying  every  Artifice  to  overthrow 
and  prevent  the  Prcgrefs  of  the  Reformation  :  on 
which  Account  Mr  Kirtland  defigns,  after  a  very 
fhort  Vifit,  to  return  himfelf,  and  not  truft  the 
Affair  to  a  Stranger.  I  take  this  Account  from  his 
ov/n  Mouth.  The  School  there  has  been  well  con- 
duced u[\dt\- David  Fowler-,  and  fince  D^wW  has 
got  his  Wife  there  it  is  fomething  better  living. — 
Mr  Kirtland  fays,  that  the  Charge  of  tranfcorting 
Provifions,  befides  his  own  Fatigues  about  it,  has 
been  fully  equal  to  the  firft  Coft  of  them.  I  have 
ufed  the  utmoft  Caution  and  Prudence  as  to  Ex- 
pence,  and  the  fame  Frugality  in  my  own  Family 
as  was  ufed  when  you  was  acquainted  with  it.  The 
Mifiionaries  and  Schoolmafters  have  alfo,  as  far  as 
I  can  find,  been  prudent.  Dear  Mr  Kirtland  has, 
I  think  to  a  Fault,  been  cautious  of  expending 
Christ's  Money.  For  his  own  Comfort  he  has 
alfo  provided  for  David  and  his  Wife,  and  Jcfeph 
Jchnfon  all  this  Year  in  that  favage  Country,  and 
finds  himfelf  often  obliged  to  do  fomething  for  the 
poor  ftarved  Wretches  when  they  come  to  fee  him. 
And,  bleffed  be  God,  he  is  now  animated  with  the 
Hopes  of  a  glorious  Harveft  among  them  by  and 
by.     May   divine  Grace   and  Mercy   to  the  poor 

Creatures  exceed  his  moil  fanguine  Expedations 

The  Condu(5l  of  divine  Providence  towards  this 
whole  Afi-air  appears  to  be  a  continued  Scene  of 
Wifdom  and  Goodnefs.  Oh  how  great  the  Depth  ! 
How  large  the  Volume !  How  Iweet,  how  fafe, 
hov/  bleffed  to  truft  in  Him  ! 

This  Afternoon  Mr  Kirtland  fet  out  on  his  Re- 
turn to  Onoida :  He  appears  to  be  worn  out  to  that 
Degree,  that  I  thought  it  prudent  he  fnould  preach 
but  once  in  this  Vifit,  as  I  chofe  he  fliould  referve 

his 
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his  Strength  for  the  Service  of  the  Indians.  How- 
ever he  finds  he  has  recruited  a  little  fince  he  left 
the  Indians.  -^.^^^  ^^^^^  ^^^^.^^  Brother,

T  HAVE  this  Day  figned  a  Bill  on  you  in  Favour 
of  Mr  Breed  for  ;/,"ioo  Sterling,  which  I  defire 
you  would  pleafe  to  honour.  A  particular  Account 
of  Affairs  in  the  Wildernefs  is  too  long  to  write. — 
There  have  been  an  Hundred  or  more  Children  in 
the  feveral  Schools  through  the  laft  Seafon,  and  the 
moft  of  them  have  attended  well.  David  Fowler 
writes  me,  that  his  Boys  make  good  Proficiency;  a 
Number  of  them  read  in  the  Bible.  Mr  John/on 
returned  from  Fort  Hunter  about  a  Fortnight  ago, 
juft  as  the  Indians  there  were  fetting  out  on  their 
Spring  Hunt.  He  gives  me  a  good  Account  of  his 
School  there  the  lall  Winter.  The  Number  of  his 
Scholars  were  about  Thirty-four.  I  have  left  it 
with  Mr  Kirtland  to  dilpofe  of  the  Indian  School- 
mafbers,  who  are  yet  in  the  Wildernefs,  and  employ 
them,  or  return  them,  as  he  fliall  think  expedient. 
Mr  Kirtland  is  in  a  poor  State  of  Health,  and  writes 
me,  that  he  may  not  flay  with  me  long  enough  u:) 
recruit,  nor  more  than  two  Sabbaths,  when  he 
comes  down  on  his  Vifit  this  Spring,  unlels  I  can 
fend  a  Minifter  to  fupply  his  Place.  The  Reafon  is 
this,  the  Chiefs  of  that  Tribe  have  covenanted  to 
leave  off  their  Drunkennefs,  and  in  order  thereto 
have  impowered  Mr  Kirtland  to  leize  any  Cafks  of 
Rum  that  fnall  be  brought  among  them,  and  dellroy 

them 
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them  or  difpofe  of  them  as  he  pleafes :  And  if  Mr 
Kirtland  fhould  be  out  of  the  Way  long  enough,  it 
will  give  evil-mindtd  Perfons  Opportunity  to  undo 
all  he  has  with  much  Difficulty  done  in  that  refpeft. 
Accordingly  I  vifited  MrPcW(?ry  Yefterday,  and  dif- 
courfed  him  on  that  Head.  He  has  taken  it  into 
Confideration,  and  I  hope  will  go  and  flay  with 
them  three  or  four  Months.  This  Work  requires 
long  Patience ;  without  Miracles  it  muft  be  a  Work 
of  Time.  I  have  a  dear  Number  of  Youths  both 
Englifh  and  Indians  in  my  School,  and  who  knows 
what  great  Things  God  defigns  when  they  fhall 
come  upon  the  Stage.  But  if  after  all,  the  poor 
Heathens  fhould  not  be  gathered  in,  we  fhall  be 
unto  God  a  fweet  Savour  of  Christ;  God  will  be 
glorified,  and  we  fhall  never  have  Occafion  to  look 
back  with  Regret  that  we  had  Zeal  without  Motive, 
or  that  we  exerted  ourfelves  beyond  what  the  Nature 
and  Importance  of  the  Cafe  required.

T  Herewith  tranfmit  my  Accounts  for  the  lad 
twenty  Months,  which  I  could  not  get  Tim.e 
to  complete  before  the  laft  Week  i  and  would  only 
add,  for  all  my  daily  Labour  and  Care  in  the  Affair 
(and  the  Whole  lies  upon  me)  for  all  incidental 
Charges  by  Company,  Incumbrances,  and  Atten- 
dance of  my  Family  in  repeated  SickneiTes  in  the 
School-Inftrudion,  daily  Care  and  Government  to 
lorm  the  Minds  and  Manners  of  the  favaj^e  Youth 

to 
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to  Rules  of  Religion,  Decency  and  Virtue,  ^c.  ^c. 
&c.  I  have  never  charged  one  Farthing  done  by 
me  perfonally  in  the  whole  Affair  from  the  firft. 
And  this  I  have  done  that  I  might  cut  off  Occafion 
from  fuch  as  defire  Occafion  to  reproach  the  Caufe, 
and  me,  as  having  mercenary  Views  therein  ;  be- 
lieving the  Caufe  to  be  God's,  and  that  he  will  not 
fuffer  my  Family  to  fink  by  it.  And  here  I  may, 
bleffed  be  God,  fct  up  my  Ehenezer. 

You  will  naturally  confider  the  extraordinary  Ex- 
pence  as  what  has  much  fwelled  this  Account;  viz* 
my  Expences  for  Mr  Occom-,  the  Building  a  conve- 
nient Houfe  for  Mr  Kirtland ;  the  furnilhing  David 
Fowler  and  his  Wife  for  Houfekeeping,  Hufbandry 
and  Carpenters  Tools  •,  the  Prefent  to  General 
Tekananda  :  add  to  this,  the  Payment  of  fome  of  the 
Arrears  for  Goods  which  I  had  taken  for  the  School 
upon  my  own  Credit  before,  which  makes  up  the 
Balance  in  favour  of  the  School,  as  you  will  fee 
it:  And  alfoadd,  th^t  Mr  Kiri  land,  his  Interpreter, 
David  Fowler,  and  Jofeph  Jobnfon,  I  hope,  are  fup- 
plied  with  Money  fufficient  to  complete  the  two 
Years.  And  I  have  alfo  Clothing  enough  by  me 
nearly  to  fupply  the  School  to  that  Time,  ;'.  e.  to 
September  the  Third. 

I  have  nothing  very  remarkable  to  acquaint  youj 
fince  dear  Mr  Kirtland's  Return  about  three  Weeks 
ago,  after  a  Ihort  Vifit  here.  The  Account  of  the 
very  hopeful  Appearances  of  Good  among  ihcOnoidas 
I  have  lately  wrote,  which  I  hope  will  come  fafe  : 
the  favourable  Account  I  have  therein  given,  you 
may  depend  upon.  The  Progrefs  of  the  Work 
among  that  Tribe  is  furely  great-,  I  am  almoft  ready 
to  reach  them  my  Hand  in  Token  of  Fellowfhip  with 
them  as  the  People  (<f  God.  Mr  Kirtland,  on  his 
Return,  writes  me  Word  fron  Butlersborough,  that 
he  was  in  a  better  State  of  Health  than  when  he  left 
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me,  and  renews  his  Promife  that  he  will  ei-ideavouf 
to  take  better  Care  of  his  Health  than  he  has  been 
wont  to  do.  1  write  in  hade  :  Duty  and  fincercft 
Gratitude  and  Refpeds  are  prefented  in  the  moft 
humble  Manner  to  thole  worthy  Gentleman  who 
have  condefcended  to  accept  the  Truft.  The  Lord 
dired  them  in  the  great  'Affair.  The  Caufe  is  truly 
God's,  and  if  we  will  keep  with  Him,  he  will  caufe 
us  to  triumph  over  all  its  Enemies.

p.  S.  The  Number  fupported  by  the  Charity  has 
been  about  Forty  in  the  Wikiernefs,  and  in  the  School 
of  thofe  about  equal  to  three  MifTionaries  and  one 
Interpreter  occafionally,  and  about  equal  to  five 
School mafters  conflantly  imployed.  The  Number 
oi  Children  in  the  feverai  Schools,  notwithftanding 
the  unhappy  Rupture  among  the  B!ack  Tribes, 
"which  had  fuch  a  threatning  Afpefl  laft  Spring,  is 
an  Hundred.  The  Boys  Jacob  and  Jofepb  inform 
me,  that  the  Reformation  which  I  lately  gave  you 
an  Account  of  among  the  Onoidas  continues.  That 
fince  the  Covenant  they  entered  into  to  leave  off 
Drunkennefs,  Mr  Kirtland  has  hadOccafion  but  once 
forcibly  to  interpoie  to  prevent  the  Sale  of  Rum 
among  them,  and  that  was  very  lately,  fince  his  Re- 
turn from  his  late  Vifit  here.  When  the  Senecas  were 
lelling  Rum  to  an  old  Squaw  who  pretended  fhe  was 
fick.  Mr  Kirtland  hearing  of  ir,  took  his  Tomme- 
hnivke  and  went  to  the  Hut:,  took  feme  Rum  which 
they  had  already  poured  out  into  a  Bowl,  and  fpilt 
ir,  and  told  them,  if  thty  did  not  immediately  de- 
part the  lown  he  would  break  their  Caggs  to 
pieces  ;  on  which  they  immediately  withdrew. 
And  this  Conduft  my  Boys  underftood  to  be  well- 
approved 
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approved  by  the  whole  Town,  excepting  the  old 
Squaw.  They  generally  attend  Meeting  upon  the 
Sabbath,  and  with  becoming  Solemnity.  Mr  Kirt- 
land  preaches  to  theai  in  their  own  Language,  and 
they  fay  they  can  underftand  him  better  than  when 
he  preaches  by  an  Interpreter.  He  keeps  \\\^ Mofes 
(Mohoch)  with  him  to  perfect  him  in  that  Language, 
and  ainll  as  Interpreter  when  there  is  Occafion.  Mr 
Kirtland\  Health  is  yet  tender.  I  fear  his  Courage 
and  Zeal  will  foon  wear  him  cut.  This  is  the  Tribe 
which  above  any  part  of  the  fix  Nations  wears  an  en- 
couraging Afpect.

\7/H  E  N  Mr  Kiriland  left  me  lad  Spring,  he' 
fuppofed  that  I  had  fupplied  him  fufiicicntly 
to  make  him  and  the  Schoolmafters  comfortable  till 
the  Fall.  A  few  Weeks  after  his  Arrival  Jofepb 
John/on  and  Jacol?  Fowler  fat  out  for  New-England, 
and  arrived  as  you  may  fee  by  fome  late  Letters  I 
wrote  you,  the  Copies  of  which  I  have  not  here 
with  me.  They  informed  me  that  Mr  Kirtlaiid  was 
like  to  be  fhorter  of  it  for  Money  than  he  expecled, 
I  was  then  fick,  and  determined,  as  foon  as  I  was 
abie,  to  take  this  Tour,  to  try  to  fupply  him,  with- 
out fending  home,  as  I  was  loth  to  draw  any  more 
Bills  till  I  could  have  Advice  from  you.  But  Jait 
Evening  David  Fowler  came  to  me,  fatigued  with  a 
Journey  of  above  400  Miles  on  Foot,  which  he 
performed  in  10  Days,  and  brings  Letters,  contain- 
ing an  affeding  Account,  from  Mr  Kirtland  (which 
is  too  tedious  to  tranfcribe)  informing  me  of  his  dif- 
treffing  Circumftances  on  Account  of  the  great  Scar- 
city of  Provifions,  or  Famine,  in  that  Country. 

C  In 
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In  a  Letter  of  the  51^  Inftant  he  writes, 

I  want  the  Bofom  of  a  Father  beyond  ExprelTion 
■ —  I  am  diftrefled  to  know  what  I  fliall  do  —  The 
picfent  extreme  Poverty  of  thefe  poor  People  cries 
aloud  for  the  Charity  of  God's  Children  —  Two 
Years  ago  their  Corn  was  cut  off  by  the  Froft-  Laft 
Year  deftroyed  by  the  Vermin — and  Worms  threaten 
the  Deitrudlion  of  one  half  of  the  prefent  Crop — 
Many  of  them  for  a  Month  pad  have  eat  but  once  a 
Day,  and  yet  continue  to  work.  Corn  and  Wheat 
;it  the  German  Flats  from  Six  Shillings  to  a  Dollar  a 
Skipple,  /.  e.  ^  Pecks,  and  little  to  be  purchafed 
for  Fove  or  Money.  Eight  of  the  poor  diftrefled 
Creiitures  fat  out  this  Morning  for  the  I'ufcaroraes  to 
buy  Corn  for  their  hungry  Families.  They  carry 
each  a  new^S/r^ji^i  Blanket,  worth  Twenty  Shillings, 
and  tell  me  they  expedl  to  get  no  more  than  aSkip- 
pleof  Corn  apiece.  What  a  fine  Opportunity  is  here 
tor  th.e  People  of  God  to  diftinguifh  themfelves  from 
the  World  by  ExprefTions  of  their  Charity  at  this 
Junclure  towards  thefe  perifliing  Creatures  !  A  little 
of  it  v/ould  ring  through  the  Nations,  and  raife  their 
Eftetm  of  Chriftianity. 

"  From  Week  to  Week  I  am  obliged  to  go  Eel- 
ing  with  the  Indians  at  Ovoida  Lake  for  my  Sub- 
fnlence.  I  have  lodged  and  flept  with  them  till  I  am 
as  loufy  as  a  Dog — feafted  and  ftarved  with  them, 
a's  their  Luck  depends  upon  Wind  and  Weather. — 
h'  it  fhould  be  afked,  Why  they  do  not  fupport  me  ? 
the  Anfwer  is  ready.  They  cannot  fupport  them- 
felves. They  are  now  half  ftarved.  Some  of  them 
have  no  more  than  tv/o  Quarts  of  Corn. 

"  David  Fo-ivler  hx.  oui  about  12  Days  ago  for 
Fort  Siauzcix,  by  Way  of  the  Lake,  for  the  fake  of 
Eeling.  Flis  Wife's  Hour  being  fomewhat  fooner 
than  was  expeifled,  called  for  Won^ens  Help,  and 
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is  now  hearty,  with  a  (lately  young  Boy  in  her  Lap; 
will  probably  move  from  the  Lake  to-morrow  to 
¥onStanwix^  where  I  exped  to  fupport  her  a  Month 
or  longer. 

"  I  fear  my  appearing  in  fuch  a  fervile  beggarly 
Manner,  will  very  muchdifferve  theDefign  in  View 
— but  I  muft  defill— muft  go  down  to  the  Lake  for 
Eels  this  Day,  and  return  to-morrow  to  hill  my  Corn 
and  Potatoes.  But  one  Thing  I  may  not  omit.  I 
fhall  be  diftrefTcd  for^^ao  the  ift  o'l  Auguft,  or  fell 
my  Cows,  and  make  over  my  Horfe  and  Watch. 

"  The  Lndians  generally  abide  by  the  Agreement 
they  made  laft  Winter  to  leave  off  their  Drunken- 
nefs  in  this  Town." 

The  13th  Inftant  he  writes, 
"  Through  the  tender  Me±ies  of  God,  I  enjoy 
fome  Degree  of  Health  amidft  all  my  Troubles  and 
Diftrefles,  though  my  Strength  begins  to  fail— can- 
not fubfift  long  without  Relief.  I  have  eat  no  Flefh 
in  my  own  Houfe  for  nigh  eight  Weeks.  Flour 
and  Milk,  with  a  few  Eels,  has  been  my  Living — 
Such  Diet  with  my  hard  Labour  abroad  doth  not 
fatisfy  Nature — My  poor  People  are  almofl:  ftarved 
to  Death.  I  am  grieved  at  the  Heart  for  them. 
There  is  one  Family,  confiding  of  Four,  I  muft 
fupport  (after  my  Fafhion)  till  Squafhes  come  on, 
or  they  muft  perifti.  They  have  had  nothing  thefe 
ten  Days  but  what  I  have  given  them.  They  have 
only  each  an  old  Blanket,  not  worth  Sixpence, 
wherewith  to  buy  any  Thing;  and  begging  here  at 
this  Seafon  would  be  very  poor  Bufinefs.  I  would 
myfelf  be  glad  of  the  Opportunity  to  fall  upon  my 
Knees  for  fuch  a  Bone  as  I  have  often  feen  caft  to 
the  Dogs. 

"  My  leaving  the  People,  and  rambling  fo  often, 

very  much  hurts  the  Deiign  of  my  Milfion,  and 

c  2  eives 
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gives  me  fo  much  Diilrefs,  that  !  enjoy  vtry  little 
Peace.  Glad  Ihould  I  be,  if  it  v/ere  conrnlrnt,  to 
refign  my  CommifTion  —  But  I  had  rather  die  than 
leave  thefe  poor  Creatures  alone  in  their  milerable 
perifiiing  Condition,  I  beg  for  God's  fake  the  Gof- 
pel  n-jay  be  fupported  amcngft  them  as  it  ought  to 
be,  for  a  Trial,  and  the  Lord   fend    by  whom  he 

will I  believe  there  are  two  Chriftians  here,  and 

hope  I  have  f(jund  a  Third  to  Day.  Blefied  be  God 
for  this  Encouragement.  My  Heart  revives.  I  had 
a  Meeting  with  the  Indians  laft  Evening  ;  might 
tell  you  fome  Things  very  agreeable  and  encouraging, 
had  I  Time.  But  am  quite  beat  out— have  had 
little  or  no  Sleep  thefe  three  Nights  for  the  Gnats 
and  Mofchettoes.  I  cannot  keep  my  Eyes  open  to 
write. 

P.  S.  The  T4th. "  I  was  never  more  fatigued 

in  my  Life  than  laft  Evening.  David  is  going  down 
for  Relief,  without  which  I  ihall  perifh  foon.  My 
Nature  is  almoft  broke  — My  Spiritslow  — My  Heart 
bkeds  for  thefe  poor  miferable  Wretches." 

Bazid  Fozvler  informs  me,  that  the  Onoidas  have 
laboured  more  this  Year  on  their  L-ands  than  they 
ever  did  before  i  that  juft  before  he  came  away, 
they  unanimoudy  agreed  to  help  Mr  Kirh'a/id  in  hoe- 
ing his  Corn,  Potatoes  and  Beans,  and  performed 
it  well. 

July  29th.  This  Day  fent  Ddvid  Fozvler  away, 
the  fiiorteft  Courfe  to  Onoidas  with  £45  ^  S  for 
Mr  Kiriland's  prefent  Relief,  but  apprehend  it  beft 
that  no  School mafters  be  fent  back  till  their  prefent 
prefTing  Neceffities  for  Support  be  fupplied.  Who 
knows  what  great  Good  God  may  mercifully  defign 
for  them  by  their  prefent  DiftrelTes  ?

A  BOUT  a  Fortniglft  ago  I  returned  from  ?ortf- 
^  mouthy  in  my  Journey  and  fince  I  have  been  in 
a  poor  State  of  Health.  I  found  on  Trial,  I  hud 
undertaken  this  long  Journey  before  1  had  fufEciently 
recovered  from  the  Sicknefs  with  which  ]  had  been 
confined  for  near  a  Month  :  but  God  has  helped  me 
hitherto;  I  this  Day  feel  more  like  Health  than  I 
have  for  three  Months  pad. 

I  wrote  to  Mr  Keen  from  Bofto}\  and  enclofed  an 
Abftradl  of  a  Letter  1  received  by  David  Fowler  from 
Mr  Kirtland,  informing  me  of  the  Diftrefs  he  and  his 
Indians  were  in  by  Reafon  of  a  great  Scarcity  of  Pro- 
vifion  or  Famine  among  them  ;  the  tv.'o  preceding 
Crops  of  Corn  having  been  cut  off  by  the  Froft  and 
by  Vermin,  and  a!fo  (which  I  fliould  have  added)  by 
the  Pigeons,  which  have  been  their  chief  Dependence 
at  that  Seafon  of  the  Year,  alrnoft  wholly  leaving 
thofe  Parts.  Lad  Week  I  received  a  Letter  from 
him,  advifing  that  Daiid  Fcwler  had  arrived  fate 
with  the  Money  I  fent  him. 

Mr  /ur///3;?(i  propofes  to  me  his  coming  down  with 
two  of  the  Chiefs  of  that  Tribe  this  Fail,  to  make 
Application  to  our  General  Affembly  for  their  Affid- 
ance  in  fetting  up  Hufbandry  among  them,  by  pro- 
viding them  Teams,  Carts,  Plows,  ^c,  I  have  in- 
couraged  the  Propofal,  and  hope  Vv'c  Ihall  find  the 
Temper  of  the  Government  fuch  that  we  fhall  not 
pray  in  vain.  So  far  as  I  can  learn,  the  Credit  of 
this  Defign  is  yet  rifmg  in  this  and  the  neighbouring 
c   3  Colonies. 
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Colonies.  I  have  had  many  Teftimonials  of  it  of 
late,  from  feveral  lea:!ing  Gentlemen  in  Neiv  York. 
And  feveral  of  our  Afiembly  have  told  me,  they 
thought  I  could  obtain  any  Favour  I  could  reafona- 
bly  alk  for  of  them.  This  is  all  the  Lord's  doings, 
None  unacquainted  with  my  Situation  can  conceive 
the  Expence  that  will  be  neceflary  to  a  moderate  or 
any  Way  comfortable  Living  here.  Seldom  a  wild 
Fowl,  or  Bead  is  killed  under  70  Miles.  Good 
Fifhing  not  under  70  or  80.  Tranfportation  from 
the  Settlements  very  chargeable,  no  Water-carriage 
nearer  than  20  Miles,  unlefs  I  crofs  this  Carrying- 
place,  enter  Wood  Creek,  and  then  60  or  70  Miles 
bring  me  within  five  of  the  Indian  Villages.  If  it 
cofts  Mr  Mofeky  £  100  Sterling  at  Onoboquagee, 
£  150  won't  fupport  uje  here  for  the  firft  two  or 
three  Years.  He  adds,  that  he  is  almoft  worn  out 
with  Labour  and  Fatigue,  and  finds  his  Conllitution 
demands  a  fuller  Support  than  he  has  had  ;  that  the 
Indians  are  too  poor  to  do  any  thing  tor  him  ;  befides 
it  would  hurt  the  Caufe  to  defire  it  at  prefent,  as  they 
are  jult  taking  up  to  cultivate  their  Lands  for  their 
own  Support,  C^c.

T>AVJD  and  Hannah  fet  out  for  Ne-ju- England  to- 

morrov/  Morning  •,  after  five  Attempts,  I  am  at 

iafl  fet  down  to  write  to  you,  and   with  my  Head, 

Heart,  and  Hands  (q  full,  I  know  not  which  way 

to 
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to  turn.  But  in  good  Spirits,  and  hope  to  recover 
my  Health  fo  far  as  to  purfue  the  glorious  Defign  I 
hive  embarked  upon.  Through  the  Goodi^iefs  and 
Mercy  of  a  long-fuffering  God,  I  have  recovered 
from  a  late  ill  turn  of  the  Fever  and  Ague,  attended 
with  a  fevere  Pain  in  my  Head  and  Breaft.  1  am 
much  encouraged  to  hope  the  Lord  will  gracioufly 
vifit  my  poor  People  with  his  Salvation,  and  the  glo- 
rious exalted  Immanuel,  thereby  fee  of  the  Travel  of 
his  Soul  among  fome  of  thefe  tawny  lavage  Immor- 
tals in  the  Defert.  For  five  Weeks  paft  the  Indians 
of  this  Village  have  appeared  more  than  ufually  at- 
tentive to  divine  Truths,  crouded  Afiemblics  upon 
the  Sabbath,  and  fometimes  a  few  penitent  Tears  to 
be  feen  :  Oh  that  I  may  fee  a  Work  of  God  begin, 
and  carried  on  with  divine  Power  and  Energy 
among  thefe  perifhing  Souls  -,  my  Heart  would  re- 
joice with  Joy  unfpeakable.  I  really  believe  God 
can  humble  me,  and  bring  all  the  Glory  to  his  own 
great  Name. 

I  delivered  your  Meflage,  Reverend  Sir,  to  the 
People  here  laft  Saturday  a  Week,  with  fome  Alte- 
rations, as  you  defired,  if  thought  neceffary  ;  it  met 
with  good  Acceptance  and  did  Service.  Laft  Sa- 
turday delivered  them  a  long  Speech  (too  tedious  at 
prefent  to  enumerate  Particulars)  in  which  I  gently 
reprimanded  them  for  violating  their  Agreement 
with  me  laft  Winter,  viz,  to  lay  by  the  vile  Praftice 
of  Drinking  and  felling  Rum,  or  any  other  Spiri- 
tuous Liquor  in  the  Town.  There  has  been  Drun- 
kennefs  in  the  Town  feveral  times  by  two  or  three 
abandoned  Wretches,  which  I  did  not  regard  as  a 
Violation  of  the  Agreement,  but  lately  one  of  their 
Head-men  was  very  much  intoxicated,  and  threat- 
ned  my  Life  j  who,  I  find,  is  not  a  little  tinged 
with  Popifti  Principles,  having  been  much  converfant 
with  the  French,  and  upon  his  hearing  the  orher 
c  4  Day 
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Day  that  Sir  JFilliam  Jchnfon  h;id  forbid  the  French 
Piiird  comiiig  this  Way  upon  hi.s  Peri!  (whom  fonie 
of  the  Onoida  Indians  had  invited'  this  ^^an  has  been 
mucii  enraged  againft  ire  ever  fince,  and  I  iuppofe 
is  determined  to  oppofe  ind  overfec  ail  my  Mealures 
if  lie  can;  however,  the  whoic  Town  have  afiurcd 
me  that  they  will  pay  no  Regard  t"  any  thing  he 
may  Uy,  asid  havedefired  me  to  do  the  lame.  After 
the  gentle  Reprimand,  I  give  them  as  affefting  an 
Exhortation  as  I  was  able,  ;.nd  a  Word  of  luicou- 
ragement,  my  Rcfolution  to  ptrfevare  if  they  would 
but  attend  and  regard  my  li.Rrufcions.  '1  o  which 
one  of  the  Chiefs  made  Anfwer,  "  That  they  wcAild 
all  take  into  Confideration  what  I  had  iaid/'  i  lat 
a  while  with  them  to  explain  fully  and  tnhirge  a  little 
upon  the  Subject  of  which  1  had  been  dilcourfing  ; 
at  length  cne  replied,  ciddrefilng  hinifelf  to  his  Bre- 
thren ;  "  My  Breihren,  you  know  fully  what  our 
Father  has  faid  to  us,  we  cannot  be  made  too  fen- 
fible  of  the  Evil  and  Mifery  that  .ittends  Drinking; 
and  what  unhappy  Creatures  we  Ihall  be  if  we  de- 
fpife  the  Inftruftions  of  our  Father,  that  is  now  here 
to  teach  the  Word  of  God  and  Way  to  Heaven  ; 
my  Brethren,  I  think  we  are  poor  milerable  Crea- 
tures, we  do  not  know  what  Mirdilers  are  ;  ail  true 
good  MiniOers  are  fent  of  GoP;  and  if  the  People, 
wherever  they  are  fent,  do  not  obferve  their  In- 
ftrudions  and  Diredions,  they  virtually  bid  thtm 
be  gone  :  but  that  is  not  all,  my  Brethren,  they  de- 
ilre  as  much  as  th.at  God  would  let  them  alone-, 
they  do  not  want  to  know  his  Word,  and  his  Way 
to  Heaven;  no,  they  will  take  Care  of  thenifelves; 
this,  my  Brethren,  is  Vvhat  we  fhall  do  if  we  difre- 
oard  God's  Minilters:  for  my  Part,  my  Brethren, 
I  think  there  are  but  two  Things  to  be  done,  firft  to 
funfefs  our  Fauks  and  Negltt^lb,  and  eveiy  one  of 
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lis  to  repent  that  we  have  not  held  faft  to  the  Word, 
and  then  let  us  renew  our  Hold,  be  of  one  Heart 
and  one  Mind,  and  let  the  Language  of  our  Hearts 
every  Day  be  this,  "  What  Oiail  I  do  for  the  Glory 
of  God,  and  the  Salvation  of  myownSoul  ?  "  Then, 
my  Brethren,  we  may  hope  that  God  will  have 
Mercy  upon  us  while  in  the  World,  and  we  fliall 
rejoice  at  the  Coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus.'* 

N.  B.  I  preached  the  Sabbath  before  from  thefe 
Words,  We  mtijl  all  appear  hefcre  the  Judgment-feat 
<?/ Christ,  &"c.  which  I  hope  was  bleft  to  the 
awakening  of  feveral.  After  this,  a  grave  old  Lady 
(as  I  may  call  her)  chief  Speaker  of  the  Ononthoo- 
•ujees^  or  Body  of  Governefles,  gave  them  the  moft 
fenfible  Speech  I  ever  heard  from  a  Woman,  as  (he 
had  gray  Hairs,  thought  proper  to  ftile  them  Chil- 
dren; fhe  reprimanded  them  moft  fevereiy  for  their 
Carelefsnefs,  Stupidity  and  Folly,  as  afting  far  be- 
neath wife  Men  (as  Chiefs  are  fuppofed  to  be)  and 
more  beneath  the  Chara6ler  of  luch  as  pretend  to 
have  any  Regard  to  the  fdcred  W^ord  of  Gon,  She 
fhewed  them  with  witnefs  the  Folly  and  Evil  of 
Drunkennefs,  both  as  to  Body  and  Soul  ;  this  is 
what  our  Father  has  been  teaching  us  a  long  while, 
but  who  has  obferved  his  Admonitions?  where  are 
thefe  wife  Men  we  boafted  of?  Is  there  one  to  be 
found  among  us  ?  "  This  is  the  Subifance  of  the 
old  Lady's  Speech,  which  was  a  QiiarLer  of  an  Hour 
in  length,  I  would  gladly  tranfmit  the  Whole  if 
Time  would  allow. 

This  Morning  three  of  their  principal  Men  came 
in  and  delivered  me  the  Refult  of  their  Meeting  the 
lad  Evening,  which  was  the  moft  encouraging  An- 
fwer  I  have  ever  received  from  thefe  People ;  they 
are  now  all  ; 
the  prefenc. 


are  now  all  aftembled  for  Singing,  I  muft  defift  for

tuefday  Morning — Rev,  Sir,  I  was  fo  weary  laft 
Evening  I  could  not  write  ;  lo  o'clock  when  the  Sing- 
ing Meeting  was  difmiffed,  the  Indians  faid  (after  re- 
peating every  Head  of  my  Difcourfe  with  them)  "  Fa- 
ther, we  have  taken  into  Confideration  what  you  faid 
to  us  two  Days  paft,  and  every  one  has  delivered  his 
Mind  and  llioughts  upon  the  Subjcft  of  your  Dif- 
courfe-, therefore,  Father,  hear  what  they  fay  by  us  ; 
«'  We  all  acknowledge  our  Negleft  and  CarelefTnefs  in 
not  holding  fall  the  Agreement  with  our  Father  laft 
Winter  •,  we  fee  the  Mifchief  of  it,  we  are  all  forry  ; 
and  feveral  W^omen  that  our  Father  has  complained  of 
for  felling  Rum  to  other  Indians,  have  made  Con- 
fefTions,  and  promifed  Reformation  for  the  future, 
and  that  they  will  ftridly  adhere  to  all  the  Inftrudtions 
of  our  Father.  W^e  alfo  conclude  to  wholly  lay  by 
that  bad  kind  of  Gaming  which  you  fay  has  a  very 
great  Tendency  to  corrupt  the  Minds  of  Youth,  is^c. 
Again,  we  intirely  forfake  the  Dutch  Cuftom  of 
making  Feafts  and  Frolicks  at  Baptifm  ;  Father,  we 
will  follow  the  Word  ofGop,  and  not  the  Traditions 
of  Men.  The  other  Propoial  our  Father  made,  that 
we  fhould  wholly  forfake  the  ancient  and  common 
Cuftom  of  Feafts  at  Weddings,  will  be  taken  into 
Confideration  foon  *,  we  thought  it  too  difficult  a 
Matter  to  determine  in  fo  fliort  a  Time  ;  have  there- 
fore deferred  it  till  all  our  People  are  at  Home.  Thus 
far  we  have  gone  for  the  prefent  ;  and  we  are  all  hear- 
tily forry  we  have  grieved  the  Heart  of  our  Father 
fo  much,  by  the  Mifcondu6l  of  fome  of  our  People  ; 
and  made  him  afliamed  to  write  to  his  Father  the 
great  Minifter,  and  our  Father,  who  takes  care  of 
all  the  Indians;  we  do  all  repent  again,  and  defire 
our  Father  not  to  be  difcouraged,  but  have  Patience 
and  perfevere.  Confider  Father,  your  Children  are 
but  fmall,  and  very  ignorant  and  unvvife  •,  think  with 
yourfelf,  Father,  that  perhaps  in  tv/o  or  three  or  four 

Years 
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Years  they  will  become  a  little  wife,  like  your  People 
in  theEaft.  Go  on  Father,  to  teach  and  exhort  your 
Children  j  go  on  Father,  do  not  fpare  -,  we  are  pleafed 
with  your  being  here;  and  many  of  us  think  it  is  a 
Mercy  of  God,  that  you  are  fent  here  to  inftrudand 
watch  over  us ;  yes,  Father,  God  has  fliewn  Mercy 
to  us  in  fending  you  here.  Now,  Father,  we  defire 
you  to  give  our  Service  to  the  great  Minifter,  and 
common  Father,  to  the  Indians  at  the  Eaft  -,  all  our 
Men,  Women,  and  Children,  give  their  Service  to 
him,  and  we  all  thank  him  for  his  Care  andKindnefs  to 
us  and  our  Children  -,  and  we  thank  God  too,  and  we 
hope  for  the  future  his  Heart  will  be  glad  to  hear  how 
his  Children  in  the  Woods  condu6t  themfelves."  This 
Rev.  Sir,  is  the  Subftance  of  their  Anfwer  -,  had  I 
wrote  yefterday,  I  could  have  given  you  every  Word. 
This  puts  another  Face  upon  things,  fomewhat  encou- 
raging. I  beg  your  Expedations  may  not  be  too 
high,  there  are  many,  almoft  infurmountable  Diffi- 
culties, viz.  the  free  open  fale  of  fpirituous  Liquors 
among  the  White  People,  and  fuch  as  in  general  have 
no  more  Regard  for  Religion  than  for  Indians.  The 
Lord  have  Mercy  upon  thofe  poor  Dutch  Chriflians. 
If  this  Town  lay  v/htreHebron  does,  with  thebleflinfy 
of  God  upon  faithful  Endeavours,  1  imagine  they 
would  in  few  Years  exceed  your  People  in  Leba)20H. 
for  Morality,  if  nothing  elfe.  Some  of  the  Onoida 
Nation  violently  oppofe  all  my  Meafures  and  Inftruc- 
tions,  as  abfurd  for  Indians  toobferve  ;  and  are  very 
inveterate  againft  the  People  of  this  Place,  on  account 
of  their  profefiing  Religion,  and  adhering  to  me. 
People  that  have  no  Acquaintance  with  Indians  may 
eafily  form  wrong  Conceptions  and  falfe  Notions  of 
gofpelizing  them.  There  is  a  right  Indian  Devil  in 
the  Wildernefs,  that  is  equally  fubtle  and  malicious 
with  old  Satan  that  has  plagued  the  Chriftians  for 
above  five  thoufmd  Years.    U I  am  gone  but  a  Week 

from 
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from  my  People,  he  fovvs  tares  that  I  can't  fometimes 
pull  up  in  a  Month  ;  and  fometimes  when  1  am  afleep 
in  the  Night  (the  time  made  for  Reft)  he  is  ftrowing 
about  hispoifonous  Tares,  which  will  grow  two  feet 
in  aNight.  I  never  faw  fuch  Tares  among  theChrif- 
tians.  My  whole  Heart  and  Soul  Teem  to  be  engaged 
intheCaufe:  1  humbly  beg  for  Support,  that  I  may 
apply  myfelf  to  the  Bufmeis  of  my  Miniftry  j  I  beg 
an  Alms  for  Christ's  fake.  I  am  forry  I  have  been 
fo  unwilling  to  let  my  Circumftances  and  Neceffities 
be  known,  and  that  I  have  been  fo  lavifh  of  my 
Health  and  Conftitution.  I  would  give  a  hundred 
Pounds  for  fo  hale  a  Conftitution  as  when  I  came  into 
the  Wildernefs.  I  want  to  be  fupported  here  only  for 
the  Caufe  of  Christ;  I  am  willing  to  bind  myfelf 
under  any  Bonds  whatever  that  I  will  not  lay  up  one 
Farthing  of  Christ's  Money  :  if  you  can  poffibly, 
my  Rev.  Patron,  fend  me  fifty  or  fixty  Pounds  this 
Fall  by  Mr  Dodge  or  any  other,  I  fhall  be  extremely 
glad,  and  I  will  apply  myfelf  to  the  Bufinefs  of  my 
Miflion  the  enfuing  Winter,  let  theExpence  be  what 
it  will,  I  cannot  vifit  you  till  next  Summer,  nor  then 
unlefs  I  have  {orr>&  one  to  fupply  my  Place  in  my  Ab- 
fence.  I  fhall  want  a  good  Schoolmafter,  if  you  are 
able  to  fupport  one ;  he  muft  be  a  Man  full  of  Love 
to  Jesus  Christ,  and  Humility,  and  every  Chrif- 
tian  Grace,  with  Bowels  of  Compaftlon  to  perifhing 
Souls,  ^c.  I  need  not  enlarge,  if  you  can  find  one 
pofTcfied  of  thefe  QualificaLions  he  will  anfwer  for 
the  prefeiu.  I  want  a  moft  refolute  Man,  as  my 
Life  will  be  often  expofed  to  the  Rage  and  Malice  of 
the  mercilefs  Savages.  The  Children  David  brings 
will  much  advantage  the  Defign,  though  no  lefs  ex- 
penfive.  1  muft  conclude,  praying  that  the  Lord 
may  reward  and  crown  your  Labours  with  Succefs,

My  Nohle^  Honourable  and  Worthy  Sirs, 

N  mine  to  Mr  Keen  and  Mr  Whitaker  of  the  2d 
and  3d  ult.  which  I  truft  you  have  feen,  I  in- 
formed you  that  I  had  fent  my  Son  into  the  Wilder- 
nefs.  He  returned  from  his  long  and  fatiguing 
Tour  the  25th  ult. 

The  following  is  an  Abftrafl  of  my  Son's  Journal 
from  thence  to  Onoida\  viz.  Sept.  9th,  reached 
ThorApfofi's.,  the  lad  Englifii  Inhabitant  on  this  Side 
Mr  Kir t land's,  loih  Thursday :  Here  find  Indians 
fettling  the  Bounds  of  Lands :  Many  of  them  were 
drunk,  but  on  hearing  my  Name,  they  treated  me 
with  diftinguilliing  Marks  of  Refped,  I  hired  an 
Indian  Lad  to  condufl  me  36  Miles  through  the 
Woods  to  Mr  Kirtiand's  :  A  very  wet  Day,  and  no 
Houfe  for  Refrefhment -,  —  reached  Mr  Kirtland's 
about  fix  o'clock  in  the  Evening  •,  was  agreeably 
furprifed  to  find  his  Situation  amidft  fuch  a  Number 
of  Hutts,  and  to  fee  the  adive  Appearance  of  fo 
many  Souls;  and  though  wet,  and  much  tired, 
could  fcarce  find  time  to  fhift  my  Clothes,  or  take 
Refrefiiment,  the  Sound  of  my  Arrival  being  foon 
fpread  through  the  Caftle.  The  grey  -  headed, 
middle-aged,  Youth  and  Children  flocked  in  fwarms 
to  welcome  me  their  Father,  the  Flefii  of  their 
Great  Father,  and  give  me  God's  Blelfing,  and 
pray  for  one  to  be  given  them  by  me  (for  fuch  were 
the  Terms  they  ufed.)  I  was  complimented  with 
friendly  Salutations  of  all  Kinds,  and  fuch  as  ap- 
peared 
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peared  hearty.  This  Throng  held  till  9  o'Clock, 
when  Mr  Kirtland  told  them  I  was  weary  and  wanted 
Reft;  that  they  mult  come  to-morrow  Morning  tor 
God's  News,  i^c, 

I  found  Mr  Kirtland  in  high  Spirits,  full  of  Zeal, 
his  whole  Heart  and  Soul  engaged  in  his  Work. 
He  has  made  Provifion  for  a  comfortable  Subfiftence 
through  the  Winter,  for  which  he  is  now  in  Debt. 
His  Profpefts  of  Succefs  among  them  are  now  great 
and  increafing  —  Many  added  to  his  Congregation. 
There  are  now  upwards  of  eighty  Families.  There 
were  five  new  Hutts  then  in  Building ;  and  Mr  Kirt- 
land told  me  he  expefled  ten  or  twelve  more  this 
Fall. 

nth  Friday. — I  was  roufed  from  my  Blanket  this 
Morning  by  the  Indians,  who  wanted  to  know  whe- 
ther I  was  fick  or  well,  and  impatient  to  fee  me  by 
the  Day-light.  After  Breakfaft  I  walked  with  Mr 
Kirtlandthvou^  theTown,  we  called  at  every  Houfe, 
that  we  might  not  give  Offence,  and  had  all  the 
Refpeft  fliewn  me  in  their  Power.  Mr  Kirtland  had 
heard  of  my  being  on  the  Road,  and  left  I  fliould 
not  extend  my  Journey  further  than  the  Mohocks ^ 
had  fent  three  of  their  Boys,  and  one  Girl  forward 
the  Day  before  to  meet  me  at  Butlersborougb  (one  of 
thefe  Boys  was  the  Son  of  Ga-zoke  their  Chief,  who 
died  the  Spring  before  laft,  and  Vv'hen  he  was  dying 
left  Charge  with  his  Q^iieen  to  fend  her  Children  to 
be  inftrucled  at  this  School,  as  foon  as  they  were 
eld  enough.)  The  (^leen  his  Mother  fat  out  with 
them  under  the  Care  of  David  Fczvler,  (whom  my 
Father  had  fent  for  to  take  the  Care  of  his  aged  and 
fuffering  Parents,  and  teach  a  School  at  Muntauck,) 
at  Fort  Stanwix  they  loft  one  of  their  Horfes ;  on 
which  the  Queen  and  two  of  the  Boys  returned,  her 
Son  and  the  Girl  went  forward  with  David,  Before 
the  Q^jeen  came  to  Town  Ihe  heard  that  I  was  come, 

and 
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and  though  wet  to  the  Skin,  and  fatigued  with  her 
Travel,  fhecame  direftly  to  Mr/^ir/Z^^ii's  with  the 
Boys  to  fee  me,  and  feemed  vaftly  pleafed  that  I 
was  come.  I  afked  the  Boys  if  they  would  go  with 
me  to-morrow  Morning,  they  confented  to  it  with 
the  greateft  Chearfulnefs,  and  feeming  Eagernefs  to 
be  on  their  Way. 

1 2th  Saturday. — This  Day  hired  a  Boy  to  carry  a 
Letter  after  David  to  (top  him  at  the  Mohock  Caftle, 
till  I  and  the  other  Boys  fhould  come  up  with  him, 
and  another  to  look  after  the  Horfe  that  was  loft ; 
and  another  to  carry  a  Belt  of  Wampum  to  the  Chief 
at  Old  Onoida,  defiring  him  to  come  and  hear  my 
Mefiage.  The  firft  and  fecond  of  thefe  Boys  effeded 
their  Defign  -,  the  third  returned  with  a  Belt  of 
Friendfhip  with  this  MefTage,  that  he  was  labouring 
under  a  Fit  of  the  Fever  and  Ague,  but  would  wait 
on  me  the  next  Day  at  twelve  o'Clock, 

I  have  not  yet  fpoke  with  Jacobs  who  went  Home 
on  a  Vifit  laft  Spring,  by  my  Father's  Leave  ;  bur, 
through  the  Influence  of  his  bad  Aunts,  has  much 
outftayed  his  Time  ;  I  have  feen  him  feveral  times, 
but  have  treated  him  and  his  Family  with  flight. — 
Spent  the  Day  with  Mr  Kirtland  in  fettling  the  Af- 
fair of  his  School  i  they  engaged  to  fend  28  Chil- 
dren at  leaft,  many  of  whom  have  made  laudable 
Proficiency  under  David  Fowler.  At  Evening  I  at» 
tended  their  Singing-Meeting,  and  was  furprifed  at 
the  Proficiency  they  have  made,  at  which  they  fung 
feveral  facred  Hymns  in  their  own  Language,  which 
Mr  Kirtland  had  made  and  fet  to  Mufic;  and  as  foori 
as  he  can  have  Leifure  for  it,  defigns  to  tranflate  a 
Number  of  Pfalms  and  facred  Hymns  into  Indian 
Metre  (in  Addition  to  the  few  they  already  have,) 
and  prepare  them  for  the  Prefs.  I  found  that  I 
could  eafily  have  brought  away  with  me  nine  in  i^n 
of  the  Children  of  that  Caftle  if  I  would. 

13th 
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13th  Lord^s-day — At  ten  o'Clock  the  Horn  found- 
ed for  Meeting;  on  which  I  could  not  refrain  from 
weeping  at  the  Sight  of  fuch  a  Swarm  oftawney  Im- 
mortals, in  their  beggarly  Habits,  flocking  wiih  fuch 
Appearance  of  Zeal  andEagernefs  to  their  Log- houfe, 
for  Divine  Worfliip.  A  more  folemn  AlTembly  1 
fcarcely  ever  faw  in  my  Life.  Mr  Kirtland,  though 
I  could  not  underftand  him,  appeared  to  ad:  the  In- 
dian Orator  to  Perfc6lion.  TheAfiembly  heard  with 
great  Attention.  The  Queen  fat  by  me  both  Parts 
of  iheDay,  and  wept  at  hearing  the  Word.  All  parts 
of  the  VVorfhip  were  performed  with  great  Decency. 
This  Morning  a  Cberocles  Indian,  who  was  feveral 
Years  ago  taken  Captive  by  the  Onoid^is^  and  adopted 
into  one  of  their  Families  to  fupply  the  Place  of  one 
that  was  killed  in  the  War,  came  UomUrifr:e2io  vific 
me,  and  appeared  indeed  like  a  Babe  inCHRi.sT  ;  Mr 
Kirtland  hopes  he  is  really  converted  :  he  had  been 
feeking  a  Birth  for  himielf.  Wife  and  one  Child,  in 
this  Town,  that  they  might  enjoy  Mr  Kirtlandh  Mi- 
niflry.  In  the  Inrermiirion,  on  my  Return  from 
Meeting,  I  met  the  Chief  of  old  Omida^  according  to 
his  Appointment,  accompanied  by  one  of  his  Coun- 
cil ;  he  faluted  me  kindly,  thanked  me  for  coming, 
and  hoped  it  would  be  for  good  to  them.  I  delivered 
him  the  Belt  with  my  Speech,  by  the  fame  Title  of 
Brethren,  which  my  Father  had  ufed  in  his  Letters 
to  them:  And  as  it  was  the  third  time  my  Father 
had  lent  to  them  (which,  according  to  Indian  Cuftom, 
is  the  laft)  I  was  full  plain  and  levere  with  them.  I 
told  them  my  Father  had  fent  once  more  an  Offer  of 
theGofpel  to  them,  and  it  was  the  laft  time  they  were 
ro  ex'peft  ir  from  him,  and  if  th^y  would  not  accept 
1',  his  Hands  were  clear  of  their  Blood,  they  muft 
take  theConfequences,  and  go  to  Hell  their  own  Way. 
i  immediately  rofe  up  and  vv-ent  out,  as  though  I  had 
d'jne  v,iih  th?m  •,    they  difccurfed  together  about  a 
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Quarter  of  an  Hour,  and  after  I  was  returned  to  the 
Room  they  ipoke  to  me,  thanked  me  for  coming, 
hoped  the  Heads  of  their  Tribe  would  come  toge- 
ther:  were  very  forry  they  had  behaved  themfelves 
fo  bad  that  I  could  not  call  them  Children :  faid  they 
had  confidered  my  Speech,  that  they  lliould  for 
themfelves  be  glad  if  the  Indians  would  accept  the 
Offer-,  they  could  fpeak  only  for  themfelves ;  and 
the  Chief  promifed  to  fend  his  Grandfon,  which  was 
the  only  on«  he  could  command.  Said  they  would 
call  the  Tribe  together  the  next  Day  to  hear  my 
MefTage.  They  thanked  my  Father  that  he  had 
fent  to  them  twice  before,  and  were  very  forry  they 
had  behaved  fo  ill  that  their  great  Father  could  not 
give  them  the  Title  of  Children.  I  told  them  if 
they  accepted  my  Father's  Offer,  treated  Mr  Kirt- 
land  well,  fent  their  Children  to  School,  and  be- 
haved well  till  next  Spring,  they  fhould  have  the 
Title  of  Children.  About  nine  o'CIock  this  Even- 
ing one  of  the  Council  came  in  to  afk  Forgivenefs 
for  Jacoh\  Aunts  for  keeping  him  at  Home,  and  to 
plead  for  him,  that  he  might  return  to  School ;  they 
were  afraid  to  come.  I  told  him,  I  had  nothing  to 
do  in  that  Matter  but  with  them  j  they  were  able  to 
come  and  fpeak  for  themfelves,  and  when  they  were 
foriy  enough  they  would  do  it-,  and  fo  fent  him  off. 

14th  Monday — This  Morning  gave  Advice  to  the 
Council  of  many  Things,  viz.  to  remove  their 
School-houfe  to  a  dry  Place  ;  to  be  kind  to  their 
Father ;  to  keep  their  Promife  with  regard  to  Drink; 
to  fend  their  Children  to  School ;  attend  the  Wor- 
fhip  of  God,  &c.  &c. — All  which  they  promifed  to 
mind.  They  brought  fix  of  their  Boys  to  me, 
whom  I  underftood  to  be  of  the  chief  Families  in 
the  Place,  and  urged  me  to  take  them  -,  offered  to 
give  them  to  me  :  Two  of  the  Boys  cried  to  go  with 
me,  whom  I  pacified  with  Bits  of  Silver.  'Jacoh\ 
D  two 
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two  Aunts  came,  and  in  a  humble  manner  (and  one 
of  them  with  Tears)  afked  Forgivenels  for  detaining 
^jacoh\  they  confefftd  their  Ingratitude,  prayed  me 
to  take  him,  and  do  what  I  pleafed  with  him.  I 
appeared  carelefs  about  his  coming  -,  told  them  I 
did  not  want  him,  I  could  get  Boys  enow;  if  he 
had  a  Mind  to  turn  Indian  again  he  might,  ^c. 
finally  confented  he  fliould  come,  and  accordingly 
brought  him  with  me.  About  two  o'Clock  took 
my  Leave  of  this  Caftle  :  an  affefting  Parting  it  was. 
Set  off  with  Mr  Kirtland,  Jacob,  and  my  two  little 
Boys ;  readied  Old  Oneida  a  little  before  Night. 
The  Town  (what  of  them  were  at  Home)  had  been 
together,  and  had  agreed  to  fupply  a  School  with 
fourteen  Children,  which  they  can  command,  be- 
fidcs  the  Children  of  thofe  that  were  abroad.  Two 
Families  yet  remain  inveterate  Haters  of  Mr  Kirtland 
and  his  Meafures.  This  is  a  furprifing  Change  fince 
lad  Spring,  when  there  were  but  two  or  three  of 
their  Hutts  that  Mr  Kirtland  thought  it  fafe  for  him 
to  go  into.  They  defired  me,  as  my  Father's  Re- 
prefentative,  to  order  Mr  Kirtland  to  preach  to  them 
half  the  Time.  I  told  them  they  had  been  fo  un- 
grateful, and  behaved  themfclves  fo  bafely,  while 
their  Brethren  at  Kanazvarobare  had  received  the  Gof- 
pe!,  left  off  their  old  Vices,  and  behaved  fo  well,  that 
they  muft  now  be  contented  with  Mr  Kirtland  every 
third  Sabbath.  They  thanked  me  for  that,  and 
promifed  they  would  attend  upon  his  Preaching. 
They  promifed  to  keep  their  Children  at  School, 
and  I  promifed  to  fend  them  a  Mailer  in  two  Months. 
The  Enemies  to  this  Work  on  every  Side  are  very 
numerous,  their  Friends  very  few  j  and  their  Temp- 
tations, and  the  Oppofition  to  it  every  way  greater 
than  can  be  eafily  conceived.  I  fent  a  Meffage  to 
the  Onondages^  and  defired  Mv  Kirtland  to  accompany 
it  with  a  Belt  in  my  Father's  Name,  that  1  was  there 

on 
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on  fuch  an  Errand,  and  expeded  to  come  into  thofe 
Parrs  again  next  Spring;  and,  if  they  defired  ir,  I 
would  make  them  a  Vific,  and  give  them  the  Offer 
to  have  a  Miffionary  and  Schoolmafler  lent  among 
them.  I  invited  the  Qiieen  before  mentioned  to 
make  a  Vifit  here  next  Spring,  and  fee  for  herfelf^ 
and  defired  Mr  Kirtland  to  choofe  a  meet  Perfon  to 
accompany  her.  She  was  pleafed  with  the  Propofal. 
Mr  Kirtland  efteems  her  a  virtuous  Woman,  and 
hopes  fhe  is  become  a  real  Chriflian  :  She  is  m.uch 
refpeded,  and  her  Influence  is  great  among  the  Na- 
tions."        Thus  far  my  Son's  Account. 

By  this  Account  of  my  Son's,  and  by  the  Copy  of 
Mr  Kirtland^s  Letter  of  a  few  Days  earlier  Date, 
which  I  inclofe,  you  fee,  much  honoured  Sirs, 
how  gloriouQy  the  Profpecl  opens  in  that  Quarter, 
and  of  what  Importance  it  is  to  lay  clofe  Siege  to 
that  Part.  That  dear  Man  of  God,  Mr  Kirtland^ 
and  the  Schoolmafters  in  thofe  Towns,  muil  be  fup- 
ported;  fo  that  they  may  devote  themfelves  wholly 
to  their  Work,  let  the  Coft  be  what  it  will ;  and  it 
nauft  neceflarily  be  great,  and  if  it  be  three  hundred 
Sterling  a  Year  (and  I  do  not  expcft  it  can  be  done 
for  much  lefs,  till  he  can  raife  his  Provifions  there) 
there  is  no  Caufe  to  regret  it.  He  is  doing  much 
for  Christ. 

I  am  now  fending  Mr  Phineas  Bodge,  a  pious 
young  Man,  to  live  with  Mr  K:riiand,  and  keep 
D.  Fowler's  School,  and  Jofeph  Johnfon,  a  Mohegan 
Indian,  who  v/as  an  Ufher  in  that  School  lad  Year, 
and  who  has  in  a  good  meafure  made  himfelf  Mafler 
of  that  Language,  to  keep  the  School  at  Old  Onoida^ 
according  to  my  Son's  Appointment.  I  have  alfo 
advifed  Mr  Kirtland  to  hire  a  faithful  Labourer  to 
get  their  Wood;  take  Care  of  their  Horfcs;  fetch 
their  Provifions,  &c.  &c.  that  their  Time  might 
not  be  half  or  more  confumed  in  fuch  Service.

Extracts  cJ  the  Rev,  vWr  Samuel  Kirtland's 
Letters. 

To  the  Reverend  Eleazar  Wheelock,  D.D. 

Reverend  and  Honcured  Sir, 

T  Am  now  let  down  to  give  you  fome  Account  of 
my  Situation  and  of  Afi^airs  in  this  Quarter. 

Ocl.  25th,  Sabbath-evening,  was  informed  by  a 
voung  Man  that  two  or  three  Women  were  drink- 
ing juft  by  the  Town,  and  that  they  had  a  great 
Quantity  of  Rum.  I  thanked  him  for  his  Faithful- 
nefs  i  fent  for  two  or  three  of  the  principal  Indians, 
and  went  immediately  to  the  Company;  found  one 
very  much  intoxicated,  and  two  or  three  more  upon 
the  turning  Point;  was  informed  by  fome  By- 
danders  who  were  unfriendly  to  Drinking,  where 
they  had  concealed  the  Liquor  for  fear  of  me; 
which  I  deftroyed  as  foon  as  I  difcovered,  without 
any  farther  Ceremony.  I  am  fmce  told,  that  one 
of  the  poor  fordid  Wretches  afterwards  fell  upon 
her  Knees,  and  with  bitter  Cries  and  Tears  mourned 
over  tlie  Remains  of  her  Beloved,  and  licked  up 
w^hat  v/as  not  foked  into  the  Earth,  with  many  Im- 
precations againll  the  cruel  Minilkr. 

Monday  iV^orning,  the  Ilufband  of  the  drunken 
W^oman,  who  owned  the  Liquor,  called  Taune- 
ivhaunegeti  (the  Man  of  whom  I  wrote  you  by 
t>.  Foivler)  came  to  my  Houfe  to  inquire  into  the 
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Affair,  and  know  the  Reafons  for  my  doing  as  I 
had  done.     We  talked  together  about  two  Hours. 
I  reafoned  with  hini  to  the  utmoft  of  my  Ability, 
upon  Temperance,  Righteoufnefs  and  Judgment  to 
come.     He  gave  into  every  thing  I  faid,  and  pre- 
tended to  be  well  pleafed  ;    but  before  he  would 
leave  me,  infifted  upon  Pay  for  half  the  Liquor,  if 
no  more-,  otherwife  he  could  not  forget,  if  he  jufti- 
fied  my  Conduft.     To  which  I   anfwered ;  "  If  I 
granted  his  Requeft,  I  fbould  do  that  which  would 
be  much  worfe,  and   lefs  juftifiable,  than  breaking 
the  Cagg  of  Rum.'*     I  gave  him  fuch  Reafons  as 
quite  filenced  him  ;  he  fat  mute  for  fome  time  ; 
after  all  appeared  diffatisfied,  and  I  fufpfded  from 
his  Looks  he  was  determined  upon  Revenge.     He 
went  off  for  that  time,  but  foon  after  purchafed 
Liquor  of  fome  of  ihtOnondageSy  palTing  that  Way 
in  their  Return  from  the  White  People,  and  gave 
out   very   high  Words   towards   Evening.      Next 
Morning  {Tuesday)  came  into  my  Houfe,  in  a  very 
haughty  infulting  Way,  and  began  to  threaten  me. 
I  defired  him  with  theutmoilCalmnefs  and  feeming 
Indifference,  to  retire  till  he  was  a  little  compofed, 
and  better  prepared  forConverfation  j  when  I  v/ould 
be  glad  to  fee  him.     He  ftill  perfifted  ;  and,  finding 
I  was  not  frightned  j  told   me  he  was  in  earneft ; 
that  I  had  belt  attend  to  what  he  faid.     Upon  which 
I  thought  it  prudent  to  get  clear  of  him  as  foon  as 
poflible,  and  the  fooner  the  better  ;  as  I  was  jealouSs 
he  had  a  Knife  in   his  Hand,  by  keeping  one  Arm 
under  his  Blanket  •,  which  I  afterwards  found  was 
groundlefs.     While  I  was  gently  leading  him  to  the 
Door,  he  attempted  to  gripe  me  upon  the  Throat, 
upon  which  I  clofed  with  him,  and  laid  him  downi 
called  for  Jofeph  John/on  to  affift  in  binding  him.    He 
had  twice  too  much  Strength  for  me,  had  I  not  been 
engaged  in  a  good  Caufe  j  chough  I  gave  him  for 
P  3  tunarfly 
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tiinately  fuch  a  Fall  as  difabled  one  of  his  Arms  for 
any  Ufe  that  Day,  or  I  could  not  have  kept  him 
where  he  was.  Mr  Dodge  being  a  Stranger,  I  re- 
fufed  his  Hand  in  the  Affair-,  he  helped  a  little, 
notwithftanding,  in  tying  the  Knot.  Soon  after 
came  in  liis  Wife,  in  a  terrible  PafTion,  demanded 
him  loofe.  I  refufed  to  grant  her  unreafonable  Re- 
queft  i  though  I  told  her  (v/ich  a  Teeming  Indifference) 
*'  by  and  by;  it  was  beft  for  her  that  he  fliould  con- 
tinue in  that  Pofture,  till  he  was  a  little  over  his  Paf- 
fion."  She  raged  with  more  Violence,  began  to 
ilrike,  and  tried  to  bite  like  a  Dog.  At  length  0ie 
fhared  the  fame  Fate,  by  the  kind  AfTiflance  of  an- 
other Indian  Woman  (called  the  Qiieen,  your  little 
Peter's  Mother)  for  which  her  Hair  was  pulled,  and 
her  Life  threatned  afterwards. 

All  this  was  done  without  being  fenfible  of  the 
lead  Emotion  of  Anger  ^  though  the  mofl:  difagree- 
ab!e  Breakfall  I  ever  had  in  my  Life.  I  was  fo  ten- 
der ol  him,  as  to  put  Rags  round  his  Wrifts,  to  pre- 
vent the  Cords  fretting  his  Skin  ;  laid  him  upon  one 
Blanket,  and  covered  him  with  another  i  often  rub- 
bed his  Hands,  that  the  Blood  might  not  fettle  and 
give  him  Pain;  though  he  in  the  mean  while  loaded 
me  with  Curfes  and  Lhreatnings  without  Number. 

He  repeatedly  fiid.thefe  W^ords,  ^'' Tou,Jhall  die  \  I 
will  kill  you,  let  theConfequence  be  what  it  will;  my 
Life  may  the  Devil  takej  I  hate  you,  and  all  Lnglifli 
Miniftersj  you  are  a  good-lor-nothing Fellow,  a  Vil- 
lain, a  Mifchief-maker,  a  Servant  of  the  Devil,  &c." 
Lie  told  me  he  was  not  drunk-,  I  might  believe  him, 
I  Ihould  fee  his  W^ords  proved  with  a  witnefs  when 
he  once  got  loofe  \  indeed  he  was  as  fenfible,  for 
ouf^ht  I  faw,  as  at  any  other  time  -,  only  enraged 
with  Liquor  and  the  Inftigation  of  the  Devil.  Some- 
times finding  I  paid  no  Regard  to  him,  he  would 
earneflly  beg  of  me  co  kill  him  j  *'  he  had  no  Com- 
fort 
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fort  of  his  Life,  wifhed  himfelf  dead ;  he  was  too 
great  a  Sinner  to  live  ;  doomed  for  De(lru6tion,  and 
therefore,  no  matter  how  foon  he  went  to  Hell  •,  And 
you,  faid  he,  "  are  the  Caufe  of  it,  by  your  conti- 
nual Talk  of  Sin,  Sin,  Sin,  as  though  there  was  no- 
thing elfe  in  the  World.  You  are  a  Plague  to  me, 
you  give  me  all  this  Trouble  :  my  Sins  now  all  lie 
before  me,  as  frelh  in  my  Remembrance  as  though 
they  were  but  Yefterday."  He  then  reckons  up  the 
Murders  he  had  committed,  which  amounted  to  14 
(feven  Cherokees,  three  of  his  own  Nation,  and  four 
White  People)  after  this  repeated  his  Entreaties  that 
I  would  immediately  kill  him  -,  faying  "  Father, 
Father,  I  beg,  I  beg  for  God's  fake,  you  kill  me  " 
and  perhaps  in  10  minutes  after  would  wiHi  me  to  tlie 
loweft  Hell. 

This,  Rev. Sir,  gave  me  a  more  lively  Idea  than 
ever  I  had  before  of  the  Nature  or  Caufe  of  that  Rage 
and  Malice,  with  which  the  Enemies  to  a  Work  of 
God  often  cry  out  againft  it,  and  perfecute  the  faith- 
ful Inftruments  of  it,  i^c,  &c. 

In  the  Afternoon,  loofed  the  Man  with  my  own 
Hands :  he  went  to  his  Houfe ;  foon  returned,  and 
with  a  feigned,  forced  Smile,  told  me,  he  was 
pleafed  with  what  I  had  done  •,  that  he  had  a  Pint  of 
Rum  left,  and  intended  to  drink  no  more  that  day  ; 
begged  I  would  believe  him,  and  not  think  he  lied ; 
repeated  this  twice  or  three  times,  paiTed  me,  and 
went  into  the  Town  j  flole  a  Chain,  and  returned 
v/ith  it  bound  about  one  of  his  Legs  •,  faid,  with  a 
forced  Smile,  "  Father,  fee  this:  I  intend  by  and  by 
to  fix  a  Stake  in  the  Ground,  and  there  chain  mylelf; 
I  am  too  bad  a  Man  to  go  at  large  :"  went  off;  a  few 
Minutes  after  came  the  young  Man  who  nrft  inform- 
ed me  of  the  Rum,  running  with  great  Speed,  to 
know  what  his  Uncle  (this  'Taunewbaunegeif)  had  laft 
iaid  to  me.  1  told  him  :  upon  which  he  was  furprir. 
04  ed, 
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ed,  and  laid,  *'  Father  take  Care  of  yourlelf,  don't 
believe  a  Word  that  he  fays  •,  he  this  Minute  told  me, 
as  he  went  to  his  Houfe,  the  Matter  was  fettled,  the 
Minifter  fhould  never  fee  another  rifingSun  ;  that  he 
had  a  largeCagg  of  Ruin,  v.  h'.  h  he  juit  took  by  vio- 
lence from  one  of  the  Owrdav^cs  -,  that  the  Men  were 
come,  whom  he  lent  for  m  ;he  Morning,  from  Old 
Omida  •,  that  he  was  now  flrong  armed ;  and  was 
determined,  at -all  Adventures,  to  put  an  End  to  our 
Father."  And  then  added  his  Defire  that  I  would 
make  my  Efcape  in  Seafon  -,  as  there  was  but  one  or 
two  Men  at  home,  who  could  do  nothing  v/ith  his 
Uncle.  I  thanked  him  for  his  kind  Meffage  ;  told 
him  I  would  take  it  into  Confideration.  1  at  firft 
declined  going  out;  by  Reafon  of  my  Indifpofition, 
and  the  Inclemency  of  the  Weather :  I  thought  it 
would  too  much  expofe  my  Life  and  Health,  (^c. 
Mr  Dodge  infifled  upon  my  retiring,  and  almoll 
charged  me  with  Frefumption  •,  which  brought  to 
mind  theMcffage  ioSiPaul,  by  a  certain  youngL-ad, 
of  the  lying  in  wait  of  the  Jews  for  him  :  upon  which 
I  concluded  to  retire.  We  prepared  Fireworks  and 
Blanket,  ftt  out  for  a  Sugar -houfe,  nigh  a  Mile  dif- 
tant  from  the  Town,  it  being  very  dark,  and  a  thick 
Swamp  to  crofs,  we  miffed  the  Houfe  ;  but  by  a  kind 
Providence  (for  I  muft  acknowledge  the  Hand  of  God) 
were  led  foiwards  half  a  Mile  farther,  and  diredly 
into  the  Door  of  another  Sugar-houfe,  where  I  never 
had  been  •,  and  of  which  Houfe  I  knew  nothing  at  all 
had  not  fo  much  as  heard  of  one's  being  that  Way. 
Wefpcnt  the  m oft  of  that  Night  in  Prayer,  finging 
ofPfalms,  Meditation  andConverfation  ;  and  a  blefs- 
cd  Night  it  was  to  me,  yea  a  Night  to  be  remembred, 
l5c.  never  did  my  Heart  before  fo  rejoice,  that  King 
Jefus  reigns !  My  Soul  refted  herfelf  in  the  Arms  of 
her  dear  Redeemer,  fecure  from  the  Rage  of  Men  and 
Devils,     i  longed  to  depart  and  be  ^:7//jChrist  ;  but 

at 
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at  the  fame  time  willing  to  tarry.  I  had  fuch  a  Senfe 
of  the  infinitely  holy,  all-feeing,  and  heart-fearching 
God,  as  made  me  fhrinkinto  nothing,  ^c. 

In  the  Morning  returned  into  theCaftle.  The  mur- 
dering Shouts  of  the  Drunkards  wereftill  ringing.  To- 
wards Noon  came  to  me  five  of  their  Head- mea 
(who  were  fent  for  the  Morning  and  Evening  before) 
and  fpake  as  follows. 

"  Father,  hear  the  Minds  of  your  Children  : 

"  Our  Minds  are  troubled,  with  the  dangerous 
and  difagreeable Situation  your  are  in  at  prefent :  we 
are  filled  with  Concern  for  our  Father  -,  as  his  Life  is 
threatned,  and  immediate  Death  pronounced  for  his 
Portion.  Father,  we  know  not  what  to  do,  though 
we  are  the  great  Ones  of  your  Children  that  are  here 
aflembled  -,  we  are  poor,  ignorant  Creatures ;  we 
know  not  what  to  do  in  fuch  a  Cafe  ;  we  dare  not  fay. 
Father,  don't  regard  your  Life,  make  light  of  it :  per- 
haps we  may  go  far  out  of  the  Way,  and  err,  not 
knowing  the  Scriptures.  Therefore  we  think  our 
Father  muft  take  the  Matter  intoConfideration  ;  and 
tell  us  what  we  muft  do;  and  what  he  thinks  proper 
to  do  for  himfelf :  Our  Father  is  wife  and  underftand- 
ing,  and  knows  how  to  a6l  in  fuch  an  Affair  •,  as  he 
is  taught  by  the  holy  Word,  he  will  fay  and  ad  ac- 
cording  to  it.  This,  Father,  is  our  Minds ;  we  are 
poor  Creatures ;  have  no  Strength  and  Authority  ; 
if  we  fay  that  which  is  good  and  right,  fo  far  as  we 
know ;  we  are  not  regarded  •,  our  Word  is  nothing, 
when  Men  are  once  determined  upon  Mifchief;  we 
can't  overcome  the  Subdety  and  Malice  of  the  Devil. 
This  being  our  Cafe  ;  we  defire  and  think  proper  our 
Father  fhould  acquaint  our  great  Brother,  SixlFiUiafn 
Jobnfon-,  and  that  immediately,  he  alfo  knows  how 
to  a6b  in  fuch  Cafes ;  and  as  he  is  one  that  has  the 
Care  and  Management  of  our  Affairs ;  will  readily 
efpoufe  the  Caufe.     This  Father  is  our  Minds  -,  we 

erteem 
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cfteem  your  Situation  as  ours ;  we  partake  with  you 
in  your  Diftrels." 

To  which  I  made  Anfvver:  "  My  Brethren,  and 
dear  Children  in  theGofpel,  I  heartily  thank  you  for 
what  you  have  now  laid  ;  your  prefent  Behaviour 
looks  encouraging,  notwithftanding  this  dark  Cloud. 
You  have,  as  it  were,  reached  out  your  Hands  to 
fteady  your  poor  Father ;  whom  the  Devil  and  his 
Emiflaries  have  attempted  to  throw  down.  I  thank 
you,  my  dear  Children ;  for  the  prefent  compofe 
your  Minds,  and  be  not  over-concerned  for  your  poor 
Father  in  the  Gofpel  •,  his  Hope  and  his  Help  is  in 
God,  who  can  govern  and  fubdue  both  Men  and  De- 
vils. As  this  unhappy  Affair  is  attended  with  fo 
much  Difficulty,  due  Confideration  and  Care  are  very 
neceffary :  you  won't  therefore  expedl  my  Anfwer 
till  the  Evening,  or  Tomorrow.  In  the  mean  Time, 
I  would  have  you  think,  that  what  your  Father  fhall 
fay  and  do  in  fettling  this  Affair,  will  be  agreeable  to 
God's  Word  and  the  Commands  of  Christ  ;  by 
which  you  fay  he  is  taught,  and  in  which  Way  he 
walks.  This,  my  Children,  is  all  I  fay  at  prefent." 
At  which  they  expreffed  the  greattft  Satisfa6tion  ;  and 
returning  Thanks,  rofe  up,  giving  me  their  Hands 
one  by  one,  and  wifhed  me  divine  Frote6lion. 

Wednefday  Evening  ;  returned  an  Anfwer  to  their 
Addrefs  \  v;hich  was  too  lengthy  to  recite  particulars. 
I  told  them  the  extreme  Difficulty  of  the  Cafe  ;  by 
rcafon  of  the  Ignorance  and  milerable  Condition  of 
the  poor  Indians  •,  having  no  Form  of  Government. 
i  let  them  know  what  1  thought  was  the  Voice  of 
God  to  them  in  this  Affair  ;  what  they  might  expeft 
if  they  were  not  in  earned  about  Religion,  and  did 
not  abide  by  their  Integrity.  As  for  myfelf,  I  told 
ihem,  I  was  wholly  at  God's  Difpofal  ;  and  willing 
to  live  or  die  :  what  I  chiefly  wanted  was,  to  know 
his  Will,  and  be  ready  to  obey.     1  durft  not  fay,  I 

would 
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would  immediately  leave  them  ;  nor  how  long  I  would 
continue  with  them,  time  only  muft  difcover  the  will 
of  God  in  that  refpeft. 

I  then  acquainted  them  more  fully  with  the  Nature 
of  the  CommilTion  Jesus  Christ  gives  his  Minifters 
(from  Matthew  the  10th)  my  Defire  to  continue  with 
them  three  Years  longer  (from  theParable  of  the  Vine- 
yard) if  it  might  be  the  Will  of  God.  I  had  a  very 
iblemn  and  affecting  Meeting  with  them  ;  I  defired 
them  to  give  me  the  fame  Evidence  of  their  Sincerity 
and  Refolution,  to  abide  by  their  Covenant  with  me 
made  laft  Winter,  that  their  Brother  Thomas  had  done, 
who  took  away  a  Cagg  of  Rum  by  Violence  from 
thofe  Drunkards,  and  broke  it,  while  I  was  in  the 
Wildernefs,  whether  I  fled  for  Shelter.  I  farther  told 
them,  I  fhould  follow  their  good  Advice,  to  acquaint 
Sir  William  Johnfon  with  my  Condition,  and  afk  his 
AfTiftance  :  I  fhould  alfo  write  to  my  Father  in  the 
Gofpel,  and  efpecially  their  Great  Father  (as  they  call 
him)  Dr  Wbeelock,  and  afk  their  Prayers  and  Advice 
to  me  what  Steps  to  take,  as  they  have  been  long  in 
the  Road,  mult  by  this  Time  well  know  a  Minifter's 
Path.  I  fliould  not  choofe  to  proceed,  unlefs  Necef- 
lity  drives  me,  to  any  farther  Meafures  without  their 
Concurrence. 

Friday  Morning,  came  to  me  with  the  finifhing 
Word ;  Taunewhaunegeii  and  his  Wife  went  off,  Sab- 
^fz/^ Morning;  but  itill  perfifting  in  his  cruel Defign, 
He  tarried  a  Day  longer,  for  my  Cows  to  return  from 
the  Woods ;  was  determined  to  kill  one  of  them  be- 
fore he  left  the  Place  *,  they  were  grazing  in  the  Woods 
for  three  or  four  Days,  thereby  efcaped  his  Hands, 
Some  fay  he  is  gone  to  an  Indian  Town  near  Canada, 
others  fay  only  a  Hunting.  He  gave  out  Word  at 
Fort  Stancoiz,  as  he  pafied,  that  he  intended  to  vific 
the  Minifter  once  more  before  he  quitted  thefe  Parts. 

I  hav2 
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I  have  Ibme  Ground  to  hope,  'Thomas  (one  of  my 
Deacons)  has  been  lately  converted  -,  and  the  Queen 
(as  fhe  is  called)  brings  forth  fome  Fruit  of  an  evan- 
gelical Repentance.  I  have  fome  Hopes  of  three 
more.  Blefled  be  God,  all  the  Glory  and  Praife 
belongs  to  him.  Oh !  when  fhall  the  dear  Re- 
deemer fee  of  the  Travail  of  his  Soul,  among  fome 
of  thefepoor  benighted  Pagans,  &c.

P,S.  Nov.  nth,  1767.  I  ought  to  obferve,  that 
notwithftanding  the  Malice  and  Rage  of  fome, 
others  are  more  than  ever  attached  to  me ;  yea, 
one  has  offered  himfelf  three  times  to  die  in  my 
Head. 


7'he  Journal  of  Mr  Ralph  Wheelock  on  his  Mijfwn 
with  Mr  Allyn  Marther  (^Student  in  the  Indian 
Charity  School  in  Lebanon)  to  Onoida,  to  relieve 
the  Reverend  Mr  Kirtland  in  his  Sicknefs-^  and 
from  thence  to  the  Tufcaroras  and  Onondagas,  to 
make  the  Offer  of  Miffionaries  and  Schoolmajlers^ 
and  prepare  the  Way  for  their  Reception  among 
them, 

JLfARCH  7th,  1 768 I  fat  out  with  my  Com- 
panion Mr  Allyn  Marther^  and  Dodlor  Jonathan 
Huntington  junior,  the  Phyfician,  whom  Mr  Kirtland 
chofe  i  when  we  had  rode  about  forty  Miles  Doftor 
Huntington  was  taken  fick,  and  obliged  to  return. 
f  took  the  Medicines  he  had  provided  for  Mr  Kirt- 
knd^  with  the  beft  Inftrudions  he  could  give  me 

from 
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from  the  Accounts  he  had  received  of  Mr  Kirtland's 
Diforder,  and  purfued  my  Journey  with  the  greateft 
Expedition,  in  hopes  on  my  Way  to  meet  the  Chiefs 
cf  the  Nations,  who  were 'convened  a.t  Mount- John/on 
to  fettle  a  Peace  between  them  and  the  Cherokees, 
before  their  Congrefs  Ihould  be  diflblved. 

March  1 8th.  At  my  old  Friend  Jofeph  Brant's 
I  met  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Onondagas  (who  is,  by 
way  of  Eminence,  called  the  Wife-man)  on  his  Re- 
turn to  his  Tribe,  with  his  Wife  and  Child;  and  by 
Jofeph  Brant's  Help  I  was  able  to  difcourfe  with  him, 
and  delivered  to  him  my  MefTage  to  his  Nation; 
and  defired  him  to  inform  them  that  I  was  on  my 
Way  to  them  with  fuch  an  Errand. 

Sabbath  Evening,  March  20th.  Arrived  at  Mr 
Kirtland*s ;  we  found  him  mending,  and  in  a  much 
better  State  than  I  feared.  There  I  alfo  found 
Jofeph  Johnfon  (whom  Mr  Bodge  had  fent  down  to 
inform  of  Mr  Kirtland*s  Sicknefs)  and  Nathan 
Clap,  a  Cape -C^^  Indian,  whom  my  Father  had 
fent  up  with  Jofeph  Johnfon,  to  labour  for  Mr 
Kirtiand,  or  keep  School  and  learn  the  Language  of 
that  Tribe  :  Thefe  two,  and  alfo  Marther,  were  all 
apprehenfive  they  had  taken  the  Smal^Pox  on  their 
Paifage,  as  it  was  rife  at  Schanakada,  and  for  many 
Miles  on  the  Road  on  the  Mohock -'Rav^t.  The 
The  fame  'Evtnm^  Johnfon  was  taken  ill,  and  by  his 
Complaints  I  fuppofed  he  had  that  Diftemper.  The 
next  Day  Marther  was  taken  ill  with  Vomiting,  Pain 
in  his  Head,  &c.  which  I  fuppofed  was  from  the 
fame  Caufe.  Mr  Kirtiand,  though  feeble,  thought 
it  would  be  fafeft  and  beft  for  him  (and  efpecially  as 
Mr  Dodge  had  never  had  the  Small-Pox)  to  attempt 
his  Return  to  New-England,  rather  than  to  wait 
longer  to  fee  the  Event  of  thefe  young  Mens  Dif- 
order. Accordingly  he  and  Mr  Dodge  fet  off  for 
New-England^  on  Tuesday ,  March  2 id-,  and  thus  I 

was 
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was  left  alone,  without  a  Phyfician,  Nurfe  or  Af- 
fiftant,  excepting  the  Indians.  The  Indians  ap- 
peared much  affefled  with  my  Situation,  and  fhewed 
me  all  the  Kindnefs  in  their  Power;  and  being  de- 
nied Mx  Kirtland*^  Affiftance,  and  fearing  Jofeph 
Jchnfon''i  Acquaintance  with  the  Indian  Language 
was  not  fufficient ;  the  next  Day,  March  23d,  I 
fent  fifty  Miles  to  the  German  Flats  for  an  Inter- 
preter. This  Day  Tekananda^  the  chief  Warrior  of 
the  Senecas,  on  his  Return  from  the  Congrefs,  came 
in  with  his  Son  and  Daughter,  and  appeared  very 
glad  to  fee  me ;  but  Jofeph  Johnfon  not  being  much 
acquainted  with  that  Language,  I  was  able  to  con- 
verfe  but  little  with  him  :  In  the  Evening  Thomas 
returned  from  Fort  Stanwix,  where  he  had  been  to 
accompany  Mr  Kirtland;  and  by  him  and  Johnfon  I 
was  able  to  converfe  with  Tekananda.  I  delivered 
him  a  Speech  in  my  Father's  Name,  to  be  by  him 
delivered  to  his  Nation  •,  fetting  forth  the  NecelTity 
of  their  being  taught  the  Way  of  Life  ;  and  the 
great  Defire  my  Father  and  great  Numbers  of  good 
People  in  the  Eaft,  and  beyond  the  great  Water, 
have  to  inftrudt  them  and  their  Children  •,  that  my 
Father  would  fend  them  a  good  MifTionary  and 
Schoolmafter,  if  they  would  receive  and  be  inftrudl- 
ed  by  them  :  Alfo  that  my  Father  would  take  a 
Number  of  likely  Boys  and  Girls  from  his  Tribe, 
and  inftrud:  them  at  his  School,  if  they  would  fend 
them,  &c.  To  which  he  replied.  That  he  would 
faithfujly  do  the  Errand  to  his  Nation  •,  thanked  me 
for  the  Meffage,  and  then  made  a  Prefent  of  his 
Son,  firfl:  to  my  Father,  and  then  to  me,  if  my  Fa- 
ther fhould  die  before  his  Son  had  finiflied  his  Learn- 
ing ;  and  promifed  to  return  to  me  with  his  Son  in 
three  Weeks,  if  he  could  get  a  favourable  Anfwer 
irom  his  Tribe:  Othervvife,  that  he  himfelf  would 
come  down  with  him  to  the  School  next  Summer.  At 
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the  clofe,  Thomas  enforced  what  I  had  faid,  with 
much  warmth,  and,  as  Johnfon  informed  me,  much 
to  the  Purpofe. 

March  24.thTbomas  came  in,  and  told  me  that  his 
Heart  hved  ;  he  beHeved  God  had  fent  me  ;  that  he 
loved  me,  ^c.  He  made  two Objedlionsagainft  going 
with  me  to  Onondaga:  i/,  That  his  Wife's  Mother 
(who  was  alfo  the  Queen's  Mother)  was  fick,  and 
nigh  unto  Death  :  and  2^/y,  That  he  wanted  to  go 
on  Hunting,  to  get  fome  Furrs,  by  which  to  pur- 
chafe  fome  Money  to  pay  his  Debts.  About  Twelve 
o'clock  Tekananda  took  his  Leave  of  me,  gave  me 
his  Belt  as  a  Teftimony  of  the  Sincerity  of  his  Love, 
with  many  other  Expreffions  of  Refped :  By  him 
alfo  I  fent  a  fecond  MelTage  to  xhtOnondages,  inform- 
ing them  of  my  Defign  to  vifit  them  in  feven  Days, 
and  alfo  of  the  Importance  of  the  Meflage  with  which 
I  was  coming  -,  and  defired  them,  as  1  had  done  by 
the  forementioned  Meffenger,  to  be  clear  of  Drink, 
^c.  Which  Mefiage,  as  I  afterwards  found  on  my 
coming  to  them,  he  had  faithfully  delivered. 

The  next  day,  March  25th,  at  their  Defire  I  again 
vifited  the  Queen's  Mother,  and  found  her  dying. 
At  three  o'Clock  fhe  died  ;  after  which  'Thomas  came 
in  and  told  me  his  main  Objedlion  againft  going  with 
me  v/as  now  removed ;  and  though  the  other  Objec- 
tion remained,  he  was  ready  to  go  any  where  with 
me ;  and  defired  me  to  tell  him  what  Company,  and 
how  many  I  chofe  to  go  with  me.  I  told  him,  I 
thought  if  he  went  our  number  was  fufficient ;  viz. 
Mr  Marther,  my  Companion,  the  Interpreter  who 
was  now  arrived,  and  Jofeph  Johnfon.  He  told  me, 
he  thought  it  expedient  1  Ihould  take  feveral  more  to 
fecure  me  from  Harm.  I  referred  that  Matter  to  his 
Prudence.  He  appointed  three,  two  of  whom  were 
providentially  prevented,  the  other,  viz.  PVilliam, 
went. 

Saturday, 
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Saturday^  March  26th,  attended  the  Funeral  of 
the  Queen's  Mother,  and  had  the  Pleafure  of  feeing 
a  folemn  decent  Chriftian  Burial  in  the  Wildernefs. 
I  attended  the  public  Worfhip  with  them  the  next 
Bay^  and  heard  Thomas  difcourfe  in  an  unknown 
Tongue,  with  the  Appearance  of  great  Afftftion 
and  Zeal,  to  a  very  folemn  and  affedted  Afiembly, 
for  an  Hour  and  a  half. 

Monday^  March  28  th,  we  v/ere  prevented  purfu- 
ing  our  Journey  by  a  Snow-ftorm. 

Tuesday  29th,  we  fet  out  for  Onondaga^  fix  in 
Number  •  the  old  and  new  Snow  of  confiderable 
Depth.  We  arrived  at  Kanafaraga^  a  Tufcarora 
Caftle,  about  four  o'Clock  P.  M.  there  I  overtook 
the  Onondaga  Wife-man  before  mentioned,  who  had 
been  detained  by  his  Child's  Sicknefs ;  and  by  him 
(as  I  found)  that  Party  had  been  well,  and  to  good 
Purpofe  informed  of  my  Bufmefs  -,  on  which  I  was 
readily  and  kindly  received,  and  on  Enquiry  I  found 
that  Caflle  generally  well-difpofed  towards  my  De- 
fign;  one  of  whom  gave  his  Son  to  my  Father, 
about  12  or  13  Years  old;  and  found  that  they 
could  furnifli  a  School  of  21  Children-,  but  as  their 
Chief  lived  at  another  Caftle,  about  three  Miles  off, 
they  could  determine  nothing  in  the  Affair ;  but, 
without  any  Knowledge  of  mine,  they  fent  a  Mef- 
fenger  to  him,  who  found  him  in  the  Woods.  Un- 
derftanding  that  he  lived  at  the  other  Caftle,  we 
went  forward  ;  on  our  Arrival  we  were  invited  into 
a  Hutt,  but  for  what  Purpofe  I  did  not  then  know, 
till  I  was  foon  after  informed  that  the  Sachem  was 
returned  from  the  Woods,  upon  the  Information  of 
the  MelTenger  aforefaid,  and  had  ordered  the  Family 
out  of  one  of  the  beft  Houfes  in  the  Caftle,  and  the 
Houfe  to  be  cleanfed  for  our  Reception  j  and  or- 
dered that  we  iliould  be  fupplied  with  the  beft  Uten- 
fils  and  Piovifion?  th;  y  had,  and  a  fprightly  Squaw 

to 
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to  cook  for  us,  and  wait  upon  us.  This  Prepara- 
tion being  expeditioufly  made,  we  were  invited  to 
a  Lodging  there.  As  loon  as  we  had  got  in,  and 
were  fat  down,  the  Sachem  came  in,  thanked  Goo 
that  he  had  brought  me  there,  he  had  heard  of  my 
coming,  and  was  glad  to  fee  me  fafe  ;  hoped  I  was 
well,  and  had  left  the  great  Father  well.  After  re- 
turning Compliments,  I  delivered  my  Meflage.  I 
reprefented  to  him,  the  Length,  Fatigue  and  Dan- 
gers of  my  Journey;  and  that  it  was  only  with  a 
View  to  their  temporal  and  eternal  Good,  that  my 
Father,  or  I  had  done  what  we  had  done,  and  were 
doing  for  them  ;  that  we  wanted  neither  their  Mo- 
ney nor  their  Lands  •,  but  only  to  make  them  happy 
here,  and  blefled  forever.  I  reprefented  to  him  the 
vaft  Importance  of  the  MelTage  on  which  I  came ; 
that  now  was  their  Time  ;  the  Offer  was  now  made, 
and  this  might  be  the  laft;  the  great  Concern  of 
God's  People  here  and  beyond  the  great  Waters  for 
them,  and  their  kind  Difpofition  towards  them,  &c. 
&c.  On  which  Subjeft  chiefly  we  fpent  an  agree- 
able Evening,  till  paft  Midnight.  He  made  many 
Exprefiions  of  Friendlhip  to  me,  and  Gratitude  for 
that  Good-will  which,  he  feemed  fully  convinced, 
was  exprefled  in  the  Propofals  I  had  made ;  but 
faid,  he  believed  the  French  Religion  was  the  befl: 
Religion,  yet  he  was  willing  to  embrace  the  Efiglifh 
Religion ;  and  that  fome  of  his  People  chofe  it : 
That  they  were  able  at  that  Caftle  to  furnifh  a 
School  of  28  Children;  but  objected,  that  he  was 
alone,  and  that  the  Tribe  was  fmail  -,  that  the  Onon- 
dagas  were  their  elder  Brother,  and  he  did  not  choofe 
to  a6t  without  them  ;  and  as  I  was  going  to  them^ 
if  they  embraced  the  Off^er  he  would;  and  in  that 
Cafe  I  need  do  no  more,  but  fend  them  a  Mifiionary 
and  Schoolmafter:  Baton  the  other  Hand,  if  they 
refufed,  he  did  not  determine  that  he  Hiould  :  a'*d 
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to  this  Pcrpofe  he  defired  me  to  tell  the  Omndagas, 
On  the  Whole,  the  Appearance  at  this  Caftle  was 
much  more  favourable  than  ever  it  had  been  before : 
This  Sachem  had  never  before  fhewn  the  leaft  Dif- 
pofition  to  receive  the  Gofpel  5  but  had  been  all 
along  bitter  ag'ainft  ir. 

The  next  Morning  {March  30th)  we  fet  forward 
to  Onondaga,  and  arrived  about  5  o'Clock  P.  M. 
found  the  Sachem  fober,  and  his  Council  abroad. 
He  told  me,  he  had  refrained  drinking  four  Days, 
that  he  might  be  able  to  receive  me.  He  treated 
me  courteoully,  and  after  we  had  taken  Indian  Re- 
frefhment  he  told  me,  he  wanted  to  go  abroad  and 
take  a  little  Drink,  as  he  had  refrained  fo  many 
Days  ',  and  afilired  me,  he  would  not  drink  fo  as  to 
prevent  Bufinefs  the  next  Day :  He  direfted  me  to 
lodge  in  the  fame  Apartment  with  him  i  about  12 
or  I  o'clock  he  returned  with  a  Company,  all  much 
intoxicated  with  Liquor.  The  next  Morning  he 
fent  out  a  Number  of  Mefiengers,  to  acquaint  his 
Council  (who  were  in  the  Woods)  of  my  Arrival; 
about  12  o'clock  they  all  got  together;  to  whom 
I  delivered  my  Speech,  in  which  I  was  about  an 
Hour.  On  which  I  retired,  to  give  them  an  Op- 
portunity to  confider  it.  After  Confultation,  they 
defired  me  to  return  to  hear  their  Anfwer,  which 
was  to  this  Effedt ;  viz.  "  Father,  We  have  con- 
sidered, as  far  as  we  can,  what  you  have  propof&d; 
but  as  our  Women  (who  have  an  equal  Voice  with 
ifis  in  this  Matter)  are  now  at  their  Sugar-houfes, 
and  moil  of  our  Men  gone  or  going  to  their  Spring- 
hunts,  we  cannot  fully  determine  this  Matter  till- 
they  return.  We  have  denied  all  before  you  ;  but 
we  will  now  confider  your  Propofal.  The  French 
have  told  us  much,  and  done  much  for  us  •,  they 
have  told  us,  that  the  Indians  and  Englilh  were  made 
of  two  forts  of  Clay  •»  a  long  Walk,  and  a  ranging 
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Life  was  made  for  us ;  but  God  had  made  ail  Things 
to  flow  in  to  the  Englifli-,  they  have  every  thing 
coming  to  their  Hand  :  That  the  Englifh  Religion 
was  not  made  for  the  Indians  j  that  Indians  could 
riot  be  made  to  underftand  the  Engiifli  Book  •,  that 
when  we  die  we  fhould  go  to  a  Heaven,  which  would 
be  a  long  Houfe  with  Apartments,  each  fufficient  for 
two  or  three  to  live  in,  elegantly  furniflied  with  a 
Variety  of  Delights,  on  which  v/e  fhould  live  in  all 
Fulnefs  and  be  happy  ;  that  the  Englifh  Heaven 
would  be  of  another  fort.  Father,  all  People  are 
looking  on  us  -,  we  are  thinking  as  hard  as  we  can  ; 
we  cannot  aCt  without  the  Advice  of  the  other  Na- 
tions. We  will  advife  with  the  Senecas  and  Tufca- 
roras',  if  they  accept,  we  will;  don't  be  forry,  don'c 
think  hard.  The  Refped  we  have  fhewn  to  you 
and  your  MefTage,  is  more  than  ever  we  have  done 
to  any  before,  fince  we  left  the  French,  whofe  Re- 
ligion fome  of  us  now  think  is  right.  Don't  be 
forry  •,  we  will  certainly  return  you  an  Anfwer, 
when  the  Corn  gets  high  enough  to  weed  ;  then  the 
Hunters  will  be  come  m  from  their  Hunt,  and  all 
the  Tribe  will  be  together." 

To  which  I  returned  my  Thanks  for  the  diflin- 
guifhing  Refpe(5t  they  had  fhewn  me ;  that  I  was 
fatisfied  with  their  Anfwer,  in  the  main,  but  pro- 
pofed  to  them,  whether  they  could  not  return  aa 
Anfwer  with  Tekananda;  who  was  to  return  the  An- 
fwer f  om  the  Senecas,  if  they  gave  a  favourable  one, 
in  twelve  Days. 

To  which  they  replied  •,  "  If  they  return  a  favour- 
able Anfwer,  we  will  venture  to  accept,  without 
further  confulting  our  Tribe;  but  if  not,  we  mufl 
wait  till  the  Tribe  can  meet  together."  I  told  them, 
the  French  had  treated  them  ill,  that  they  had  never 
given  them  but  one  Part  of  the  Bibie  ;  and  what 
they  had  told  them  was  only  to  ferve  their  own  Pur- 
E   2  pofes  I

pofes  •,  but  the  Englidi  defined  they  would  learn  to 
read,  and  lee  and  know  for  themfelves  what  the 
whole  Word  of  God  contained.  This  I  infifted 
upon  with  Affurance,  at  which  they  feemed  fur- 
prifed.  Upon  which  the  Sachem  replied,  that  his 
Heart  was  with  Sir  William  Johnfon^  Heart,  and 
what  Sir  William  advifed,  he  would  do.  To  which 
I  replied ;  I  had  Sir  William  Johnfon*?,  full  Approba- 
tion, and  the  Religion  which  the  Englilh  would 
teach  them  was  Sir  Williamh  Religion.  This  was 
the  more  remarkable,  as  the  Sachem  had  juft  told 
me  that  he  had  rejeded  the  Offer  of  a  Millionary, 
made  to  them  by  Sir  William  laft  Fall ;  which  I  had 
alfo  heard  of  before.  I  enquired  what  Number  of 
Children  they  could  put  to  a  School  there ;  and  on 
Computation  they  told  me  about  Forty.  They  were 
not  willing  to  fend  any  of  their  Children  to  my  Fa- 
ther's School  at  prcfent :  they  faid  it  was  too  high  a 
Step  for  the  fiift. 

On  this  the  Council  ended  with  an  Indian  Enter- 
tainment, and  parted  vvith  the  Appearance  of  Friend- 
fliip  and  good  Liking. 

After  this  I  perceived  the  whole  Caftle  in  Motion 
(as  they  tuld  me)  to  make  a  great  Feaft  and  Frolick, 
to  dance  the  next  Day  at  Evening  round  a  Woman 
that  was  fick,  to  eafe  her  of  her  Pains  and  cure 
her. 

I  found  that,  whatever  fome  of  them  had  pre- 
tended, the  Body  of  them  had  treated  the  Propofal 
made  them  by  Mr  Chamberlain  with  Contempt ; 
which  they  told  me  of  to  comfort  me,  and  afllire  me 
that  they  would  not  treat  my  MelTige  lo  ;  but  re- 
turn their  Anfwer  to  it  according  to  their  Fromife. 

April  I  ft,  about  y  o'Clock  we  in  our  on  our  Re- 
turn, and  reached  the  1'ufcar  or  a  Town  about  three  i 
where  I  fpent  lome  Time  with  the  Onor.daga  Wife- 
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man  beforementioned  ;  who  mourned  that,  by  Rea- 
fon  of  his  Child's  Sicknefs,  he  had  not  been  able  to 
meet  in  Council  with  his  Tribe,  to  urge  them  to  a 
Compliance  with  my  Propofal ;  and  appeared  much 
grieved,  that  they  Ihould  leave  fuch  an  Affair  to  be 
determined  by  their  Brethren  xhtSenecas.  We  reached 
Onoida  in  the  Evening.  Thomas  was  full  of  Faith 
that  my  Journey  was  of  God,  and  would  be  fucce's- 
ful.  I  fpent  the  four  following  Days  among  them, 
about  many  Affairs;  very  un'^ell. 

Wednesday^  April  6th,  vifited  the  old  Caftlej 
found  them  in  the  fame  good  Difpofition  as  they 
had  been.  I  was  much  affeded  with  the  fond  Treat- 
ment I  received  from  the  Children  at  both  Caftles  ; 
fpent  my  Time  in  vifiting  and  receiving  their  Vifits, 
religious  Conferences,  Singing  Meetings,  Vifits  to 
the  Sick,  fettling  fome  private  Differences  among 
them,  i3c. 

April  1 6th,  the  Time  appointed  to  receive  Teka- 
nanda's  Anfwer  expires.  I  confulted  with  Ifaac,  an 
aged  Counfel lor, whether  it  was  beft  to  v;ait  longer 
for  it.  He  defired  i\\\  Monday  to  confider  of  it.  On 
Monday  Morning  he  came  in,  and  advifed  me  today 
that  Day,  To-morrow,  and  the  next  Day ;  for  he 
believed  they  were  difputing  among  themfelves- 

Tuesday,  April  19th,  The  old  Counfellor  came 
in,  and  told  me  that  they  were  quarrelling  about 
their  Anfwer  at  Onondaga.  The  fame  Day  in  the 
Afternoon,  one  returning  from  his  Hunt  through 
that  Caftle,  confirmed  what  the  old  Man  had  faid, 
and  faid  their  Debate  was  very  warm. 

On  the  next  Day  a  Cb)iiga  came  in  from  the 
Hunting-Ground,  and  faid,  that  the  Snow  v/as  three 
Feet  deep,  and  that  the  Senecas  had  not  returned 
from  their  Hunt  ;  and  alio  faid,  that  the  Onondages 
were  contending  about  their  Anfwer  to  me  j  fome 
E   3  v/ere 
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were  for  accepting  the  Offer  I  had  made  them,  and 
fome  not.     He  laid,   that  the  wife  Man,  beforemen- 
tioned  had  got  Home. 

Upon  ihxilfaac  adviicd  me  to  return ;  upon  which 
I  took  my  Leave  cf  them  tr.is  Evening,  and  prepared 
for  my  Journey  home,  the  next  ivloruing.  The  old 
Man  came  in  the  next  Morning,  and  uefu'rd  me  to  go 
out  with  him  and  put  a  Siop  to  the  ^le  of  Rum, 
which  was  on  foot  by  fome  foreign  Indian  Women  ^ 
which  I  accordingly  did,  and  drave  them  out  of  the 
Caftle.  He  again  told  me,  that  they  were  Hill  con- 
tending ziOnondaga\  and  he  believed,  within  four  or 
five  Weeks  they  would  determine  the  Matter:  an4 
defired,  if  they  complied,  that  i  would  return  wit!^ 
the  Millionaries  and  Schoolmafters  myiclf,  as  they 
had  infiftcd  I  fhould  do,  both  in  the  Tufcarora  and 
Onondriga  Caftles. 

I  arrived  at  Lebano?!^  April  29th. 

The  Onoidas  have  appointed  a  Committee  to  vifit 
ipy  Father,  to  return  the  Thanks,  and  pay  the  Re- 
fpeds  of  the  Tribe,  for  the  fatherly  Care  he  has  ta* 
ken  of  them. 

I  received,  in  this  Tour,  five  Children,  as  prefents 
(o  my  Father,  to  be  educated  in  this  School,  befide? 
b'ekanandas  Son  already  mentioned  i  viz.  one  a  Tuf- 
carora  iLlKanafaraga^  three  stOnoida^  and  one  ziUrif- 
he.  One  of  the  three  at  Onoida^  was  Son  of  one  of 
the  Twelve  which  Sir  IViiliam  Johiifcn  fent  down  to 
guard  the  C/^t-rci^^i  home  from  theCongrefs,  after  the 
Jate  Peace  was  fettled  between  them  and  the  Six  Na- 
pons.  Thefe  Children  I  ordered  to  be  fent  down^ 
by  theReprefentativesof  theO»wV<r7j  beforementioned. 
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E'XtraB  of  a  Letter  from  the  Revere?! J  Samuel 
KiRTLAND,  Mi//ionary  at  KsLuawsiVolidii'Q,  a 
Town  in  Onoida. 

Jpril  izth,   iy6%. 
E.ev.  and  Honoured  Sir, 

TX/^HEN  Mr  Ralph  JVbeelock  kkOldO^wida,  Sepf. 
15th,  lafr,  nothing  appeared  but  that  the  In- 
dians there  were  very  cordial  and  hearty  in  what  they 
engaged,  which  was  far  beyond  my  Expedation,  or 
any    Encouragement    before   conceived   concerning 
.chem.     And  accordingly,  agreeabk  to  their  Proraife, 
they  vtctwtdjofephjobnfon  as  School- mailer,  on  his 
Arrival  in  ohober.,  and  fent  Sixteen  and  fometimes 
Twenty  of  their  Children  to  School.     Soon  after  Mr 
Wheelock  left  them,  they  went  upon  their  fall  Hunt, 
and  that  more  generally  than  ufual,    on  account  of 
the  great  Scarcity  of  Pro vifions  among  them  -,  durifi^g 
which  Time  many  of  their  Children  were  gone  from 
the  School.     After  their  Return  I  went  and  preached 
to  them,  Dec.  26th  and  27th,  there  was  a  pretty  ge- 
neral Meeting;  the  major  part  of  the  Head-men  feeni- 
cd  difaffeded  the  firft  Day  ;  but  theirPrejudices  foon 
fubfided,  by  feeing  and  hearing  tlie  Effeds  of  the 
Word  upon  others ;  fo  that  the  Meeting  the  ieconci 
Day  was  very  full  and  foleran  ;  many  in  Tears.     The 
ntxzSabbath  they  all  attended  with  my  People  at  /{<«- 
na'is}r.rohare^    which  was  a  very  folemn  AiTcmbly  ; 
many  thanked  me  for  the  holy  Word  and  goodNevvs. 
The  next  Sabbath  the  People  of  both  Towns  mtc  at 
Old  Onoida,    where  I  preached  from  thefe  Words, 
*^  Have  ye  received  the  Holy  Ghoft  fince  ye  believ- 
*'  ed  ?"  Which  was  a  Day  to  be  remembered  ;  a  mor« 
folemn  AiTembly  I  never  fav/ ;  not  one  appeared  tri- 
fling or  unconcerned,  and  many  flowed  in  Tears.  My 
i:  4  E^ercife 
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Exercife  was  two  Hours  and  half  long.     After  the 
BlefTing,  I  defired  them  to  be  kind  to  their  Friends, 
who  came  from  (as  I  intended  to  have  faid)  Kanawd' 
rohare\   but  inflead  of  it  faid  Karcughyage^  which  is 
their  Word  for  Heaven  ;  Thomas  who  was  hopefully 
converted  a  few  Months  before,  took  notice  of  my 
Miftake  ;  and  fpake  to  the  Congregation,  before  I 
had  time  to  correct  it,  to  this  Purpofe  :  "  Brethren, 
don't  take  Offence  at  what  our  Father  has  faid  ;  you 
fee  his  Mind  is  fo  much  in  Heaven,  that  he  fpeaks 
it  when  he  thinks  nothing  of  it :"  And  upon  that, 
gave  them  a  lively,  judicious  and  affe6ling  Exhorta- 
tion upon  the  Nature  and  Properties  of  a  fpiritual 
Mind  ;  in  which  there  appeared  no  indecent  AfFefta- 
tion.      At  which  the  Congregation  feemed  greatly 
afFe(51ed.     Mofl:  of  them  tarried  for  fomeTimein  the 
famePlace,  and  feemed  loth  to  leave  it.     ThePeople 
who  belonged   to  Kanawarobare   generally  returned 
home  that  Evening.     I  continued  that  Night  at  Old 
Onoida.     In  the  Evening  came  in  eight  of  their  Chief 
Men,  and  informed  me,  that  after  a  long  Time  they 
had  taken  into  Confideration  what  I  had  many  times 
propofed  refpedmg  a  Reconciliation  between  the  two 
Towns,  the  Inhabitants  of  which  had  beeq  at  great 
Variance,  on  account  of  my  Peoples  clofe  adherence 
to  their  Covenant  which  they  had  entered  into  to  leave 
ofFDrunkennefs,  &c.     They  told  me  they  were  now 
determined  to  come  into  the  fame  Agreement  with 
their  Brethren,  and  to  leave  off  all  their  Backbitings, 
£fff.  and  bury  all  their  Differences.     We  began  thi^ 
Conference   with  Prayer  and  Singing  Pfalms  ;    and  I 
fpent  the  Evening  after  it  in  conferring  upon  the  Sub- 
ject tiil  Midnight  •,  and  a  pleaiantSealon  it  was.  This 
is  a  great  change  indeed  in  their  Temper  towards  me,, 
A  few  Months  before  they  were  often  loading  me  with 
Curies,  and  v/iiliing  me  dead. 
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The  next  Day,  at  their  Defire,  I  went  into  every 
Houfe,  and  gave  them  folemn  Charge  to  remember 
and  obferve  the  MelTage  I  had  delivered  them  in  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  ;  for  which  they,  in  general, 
thanked  me.  The  next  Day  they  fent  two  Men  to 
Kanawarohare,  to  acquaint  the  People  there  with  their 
Difpofition  and  Determination  •,  which  Meflfage  was 
very  welcome  to  my  People,  who  had  been  feeking 
for  it.  This  Difference  and  Alienation  had  arifen 
to  a  very  great  Height  •,  infomuch  that  near  Relations 
who  lived  at  the  different  Towns,  would  not  vifit 
each  other.  My  People  met  the  next  Day,  and  fpent 
the  whole  of  it  in  fettling  all  Differences  between  them. 
The  Chiefs  thought  it  beft  1  fhould  not  be  prefent,, 
v/hile  they  were  about  this  Affair ;  as  it  had  been 
faid  that  all  their  good  Doings  were  only  through  my 
Influence.  Accordingly  I  itayed  away.  Both  Old 
and  Young,  Male  and  Female  were  together  on  that' 
Occafion  j  and,  as  fome  of  them  expreffed  it,  they 
never  faw  a  Day  that  came  fo  near  a  holy  Day  in  their 
Lives ;  that  it  feemed,  all  the  Day,  as  though  God 
was  all  the  while  looking  upon  them.  They  made 
Confeffion  of  their  Sins,  and  of  all  their  Offences  and 
hard  Speeches  againft  one  another,  and  freely  forgave 
one  another.  Towards  Evening  they  fent  for  me  to 
hear  their  Refult,  and  addreffed  me  in  the  following 
manner,  (which  I  fhall  here  tranflate  agreeable  to  their 
')wnKxpreffions,as  near  as  the  Idioms  of  the  different 
i-anguages  will  admit.) 
'*  Father^ 

♦^  We  your  Children  here  affembled  do  all  falute 
}'0U,  and  rejoice  in  the  Goodnefs  of  God  that  you  are 
a'ive,  and  a  little  llrong  yet  in  the  Body  ;  that  you 
are  able  to  go  about  among  us,  and  v/atch  over  us  ; 
we  give  Thanks  to  God  tor  the  fame,  and  we  give 
more  Thanks  (/.  e.)  with  all  our  Hearts,  that  you  con- 
tinue fo  ftrong  in  your  Mind,  notvvithltanding  the 
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Oppofition  and  hard  Ufage  you  have  had  to  encoun- 
ter from  fome  of  our  Nation :  That  you  have  yet  a 
Hope  to  fee  your  Children  reform,  and  become  your 
Children  in  the  Gofpel. 

**  We  rejoice  that  you  hear  the  Minifters  and  good 
People  towards  the  Eaft,  and  over  the  great  Lake, 
bear  the  poor  Indians  upon  their  Minds,  and  pray 
ftrong  for  them.  We  believe  all  this  is  becaufeGoD 
is  good,  and  loves  good  People,  his  true  Children. 
God  upholds  you,  our  Father,  and  the  great  Minifter 
our  common  Father, 

"  We  rejoice  on  many  Accounts  this  Day,  but 
chiefly  that  we  are  met  together,  as  we  think,  with 
one  Heart  and  one  Mind. 

*'  Father,  hear  the  Minds  of  your  Children  re- 
fpe£ling  the  Propofal  of  our  Brothers  at  Old  Onoida^ 
for  a  joint  Agreement  and  Union  between  the  two 
Towns,  and  to  bury  and  forget  all  our  hard  Speeches,- 

"  Your  Children  at  Kanawarohare  gladly  received 
the  Meffage,  it  being  what  fome  for  a  long  Time 
have  born  hard  upon  their  Hearts.  They  have  all, 
to  four  Perfons,  both  Young  and  Old,  Male  and 
Female,  delivered  their  Minds  this  Day,  every  one 
for  himfelf ;  and  have  moft  chearfully  and  cordially 
agreed  to  the  Propofal,  and  made  our  Confeffions 
one  to  another.  We  are  all  now  determined,  by  God's 
help,  from  this  Day  to  begin  a  new  Life,  renew  our 
Covenant  with  our  Father,  and  promife  to  abide  b/ 
him  fo  long  as  we  live  ;^efpecially  we,  who  are  ca'l- 
ed  the  Great  Ones,  do  publickly  and  folemnly  en- 
gage always  to  ftand  by  you,  and  agree  to  any  Mea- 
fures  you  fliall  think  proper  and  expedient  for  the 
Peace  and  Welfare  of  this  Place,  and  the  fetting  up 
of  Jesus  Christ's  Kingdom  here  :  We  do  all  moft 
heartily  approve  of  the  Meafures  that  you  have  taken 
to  prevent  Drunkennefs,  and  to  which  we  join  our 
Influence  and  Strength. 

*'  Father, 
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"  Father,  go  on ;  teach,  exhort  and  correal  your 
Children  ;  you  know  their  Weaknefs  and  Ignorance,- 
Jittle  Children  indeed  I  Vifit  every  Family  as  often 
^s  you  can,  and  fo  be  conftantly  feeding  your  Chil- 
dren with  the  Word  of  Life,  not  only  upon  the 
Sabbaths  (or  one  Day  in  feven)  but  every  Day ;  and 
perhaps  in  a  little  while  (how  long  God  only  knows) 
you  will  have  great  Joy,  to  fee  your  Children  walk- 
ing in  the  ftrait  Path  that  leads  to  Heaven. 

"  The  Chiefs  of  Old  Onoida  have  defired  that  we 
worfhip  God  together,  every  other  Sabbath  at  that 
Place  i  to  which  we  readily  agreed  on  our  Part,  not: 
doubting  our  Father  would  be  of  the  fame  Mind. 
Father,  we  defire  once  more  to  renew  our  Confef- 
fions  and  Repentance  as  in  the  Prefence  of  God, 
and  to  begin  a  new  Life.  Father,  help  us  by  your 
Prayers,  and  conftantly  watch  over  us." 

The fe  are  the  principal  and  leading  Sentences  of 
a  Speech  an  Hour  in  length. 

Before  I  had  time  to  utter  a  Word  by  way  of  Re- 
ply, T'/6o;w<7J  (before mention ed )  defired  to  fpeak  a 
few  Words,  and  gave  a  moft  ju^^icious  and  ftriking 
Exhortation,  The  Tears  foon  ran  from  many  Eyes 
which  were  before  quite  dry.  I  never  heard  Words 
flow  more  eafy,  or  with  greater  Propriety  from  any 
Man  in  my  Life.  I  was  conftrained  to  fay  in  my  own 
Mind,  that  "never  any  Indian  fpake  like  that  Man ;" 
and  indeed,  from  the  uncommon  Solemnity  which 
ran  through  the  whole  of  this  Tranfaftion,  1  was 
conftrained  to  fay,  that  "  God  was  with  them  of  a 
?'  Truth."  The  Place  appeared  holy  and  awful. 
Many  of  the  poor  Creatures  profelTcd  to  me,  that 
|hey  never  faw  nor  felt  fuch  a  Day-,  it  feemed  to 
them  that  the  Great  God  (to  ufe  their  Stile)  was 
juft  by,  taking  Notice  not  only  of  their  outv/ara 
Condu(5t  and  .vords,  but  of  all  the  Secrets  of  their 
Hearts. 
'   ■      "  The 
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The  next  Week,  on  Tuesday^  the  People  of  Old 
Cnoida  fent  me  their  Refiilt  by  three  of  their  Chiefs, 
which  was  to  the  fame  Purpofe ;  therefore  necdlefs 
to  recite :  only  that  they  renewed  their  Compliance 
with  your  Mcflage  to  them  by  your  Son  laft  Fall, 
and  hoped  in  the  next  Meflage  the  Great  Miniftcr 
would  own  them  for  his  Children. 

The  prefent  Reformation  really  affords  an  encou- 
raging and  animating  Profpe6l.  My  Heart  begins 
to  live.  Should  it  pleafe  Almighty  God,  the  Fa- 
ther of  Mercies,  to  carry  on  this  glorious  Work  of 
his  Grace  already  begun,  and  the  Progrefs  of  it  be 
according  to  the  prefent  encouraging  Appearances, 
this  '•  Wildernefs  in  a  little  Time  will  bloffom  as 
**  the  Rofe,'*  in  fpite  of  old  Satan  and  all  his  Emif- 
faries.  What  the  Iffue  will  be,  He  only  knows, 
who  has  the  Government  upon  his  Shoulders,  and 
Power  to  bind  Satan  and  all  his  Inftruments  at  his 
Pleafure. 

The  courfe  I  took  with  'Tawnewhanegea,  which  I 
informed  you  of  in  mine  oi  O^ober  laft,  had  a  mofl: 
happy  Effcdl:  not  only  upon  this  Caftle,  but  it  has 
made  diftant  Villages  afraid  to  bring  Rum  into  this 
Caftle ;  and  the  poor  Wretch  himfelf,  who  fought 
my  Life,  has  been  under  deep  Con  vidions  ;  and  has 
made  a  public  Confefiion  in  a  moft  humble  manner 
with  Tears. 

There  are  many  in  this  Place  who  have  for  fomc 
Months  paftnot  only  humbled  themfelves,  and  walk- 
ed foftly,  and  are  of  as  good  Behaviour  as  any  Peo- 
ple in  your  Society;  but  a  Number  of  them,  in  a 
Judgment  of  rationiil  Charity,  have  really  entered 
the  ftrait  Gate  of  Regeneration,  and  found  the  nar- 
row Way  that  leadeth  to  Life  Eternal. 

I  mull  alio  fay,  the  externa!  Sandification  of  the 
Sahbalh  here,  for  feveral Months  paft,  has  been  equal 
tj  (or  to  fueak  the  whole  Truth)  has  exceeded  any 

Place 
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Place  where  I  ever  kept  Sabbath  fince  my  Remem- 
brance. I  can  ejfily  conceive  what  a  pleafing  and 
ftriking  View  it  would  afford  my  dear  and  ever  ho- 
noured Patron.  Oh  !  thrice  welcome,  my  dear  Pa- 
tron, to  this  my  Indian  Habitation  in  the  Wildernefs, 
from  whence  I  fometimes  feem  to  have,  by  an  Eye 
of  Faith,  a  diftant  View  of  the  heavenly  Canaan: 
Plere  are  verily  the  Earners,  and  fome  of  the  fweec 
Clufters  of  that  good  Land. 

Several  Converfions  1  deHgned  to  have  mentioned 
particularly  ;  but  Time  will  not  admit,  the  particu- 
lars being  fo  lengthy.  1  fhall  only  mention  one,  viz. 
Father  Ifaac  (as  he  is  called)  who  is  upwards  of  Ninety 
Years  old,  was  hopefully  born  again  Uft  Winter.  lie 
had  efteemed  himfelf  a  Chriftian  for  five  or  fix  Years; 
that  is,  he  fuppofed  he  was  upon  good  Terms  with 
God,  on  the  Foot  of  his  own  Righteoufnefs  or  good 
Doings ;  and  if  the  Devil  at  any  time  proved  too 
ftrong  for  him,  and  (in  their  Stile)  threw  him  down, 
he  would  rife  again,  work  up  a  Repentance,  and  a 
Refolution  to  do  better  for  the  future.  Thus,  fays 
he,  I  went  on  till  you  fpake  from  thofe  words,  "  Have 
ye  received  the  Holy  Ghoft  fince  ye  believed  ?  **  Thefe 
words  (faid  he)  took  faft  hold  of  my  Heart,  and  tore 
my  Righteoufnefs  all  to  pieces  -,  and  the  ftrait  Way, 
as  I  thought  it  was  before,  now  appeared  very  crooked 
and  dark,  and  I  foon  loft  my  Way,  nor  could  not  fee 
one  Foot  towards  God  ;  this  flung  me  into  great  Dif- 
trefs  and  Defpair  for  feveral  Days,  and  I  could  fee  no 
Light,  nor  any  Way  that  God  might  fave  me,  as  I 
had  nothing  to  recommend  myfelf  to  Him,  but  that 
v/hich  was  worfe  than  nothing;  my  own  Righteous- 
nefs  appeared  only  a  Heap  of  Lies :  Then  God  (Oh 
great  Mercy !  )  fent  his  Light  through  this  thick  Dark- 
nefs,  and  I  fee,  with  my  Mind,  that  Jesus  Christ 
was  all  ftrong,  and  his  Blood  was  of  great  Price.  If 
the  great  and  holy  God   Ihould  only  glance  upon 
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Christ  when  a  Sinner  comes  before  him,  his  Sins 
would  all  vanifh  away,  and  then  (faid  he  with  Tears 
of  Joy)  my  Heart  rejoiced  towards  God. 

After  this  he  ufed  to  fing  with  great  Earneftnefs  and 
Devotion  in  the  Congregation  ;  but  having  no  Un- 
derftanding  of  the  Rules,  nor  Command  of  his  Voice, 
would  fometimes  fing  high  and  fometimes  low,  driving 
to  follow  the  People.  One  of  the  Indians  thinking 
this  old  Father  broke  Order  and  Decorum  by  em- 
ploying his  untunedVoicefoloud  in  the  publicPraifes 
of  God,  told  him,  perhaps  it  might  be  difpleafing  to 
God  that  he  fliould  fing  fo  earneftly  in  public,  as

towards  God,  1  can't  help  it.  I  am  old  and  can'c 
govern  my  Voice :  I  don't  know  much  when  my 
Voice  goes  up,  or  when  down,  becaufe  my  Heart 
will  fing  towards  God."  Thus  he  continues,  fays 
nothing  about  Regeneration  orConverfion  •,  but  tells 
People  his  Heart  will  rejoice  towards  God,  he  can't 
help  it,  God  will  make  it;  and  wilhes  that  others 
might  know  how  fenfibly  pleafant  and  fweet  it  is  to 
have  the  Heart  to  rejoice  towards  God.

TT  is  but  a  Week  fince  I  got  Home,  fince  which  I 
have  had  the  Pleafure  of  feeing  Dr  ff^hselock  and 
dear  Mr  Kirtland^  who  has  been  at  the  Gates  of  the 
Grave,  but  is  much  better  and  hkely  to  recover  his 
Health.  The  Account  he  gives  me  of  the  Work  of 
God  among  the  Onoida  Indians  is  fufficient,  if  truly 
reprefented,  to  warm  the  Hearts  of  God's  Children 
through  Britain  and  America.  But  he  is  fo  fearful 
lead  the  IfTue  iliould  come  fhort  of  the  glorious  Ap- 
pearance, that  he  gives  a  toomodefl:  Account  in  Writ- 
ing. I  wifii  the  Truth  of  their  Affairs  was  repre- 
fented in  all  its  true  Colours,  and  fpread  through 
Britain^  that  the  generous  Benefadors  might  fee  that 
God  owns  the  Caufe  they  have  affifted,  and  that  their 
Labour  has  not  been  in  vain.  Dr  Wheelock  will  give 
you  an  Account  of  the  State  of  the  School,  i^c. 
Now  is  the  Time  for  fixing  the  Place  where  to  build. 
Many  Ojfers  have  been  made,  and  many  Places  pro- 
pofed.  If  the  Honourable  Truft  wo'ild  appoint  fome 
worthy  Perfon  to  accompany  Dr  J-Vbeelock  or  his  Son

The  Time  will 
come  when  Immanuel's  Glory  will  fill  our  Wilder- 
nels.     O  pray  earneftly  for  it.

T  Have  lb  far  recovered  my  Health  as  to  venture  a 
Journey  from  Lebanon  lo  Bojion^  where  I  arrived 
a  few  Hours  ago  ;  juft  now  informed  of  a  VeiTdl  to 
fail  for  £w^/rt;7^  within  half  an  Hour,  which  1  fhall 
improve  to  my  utmofl". 

The  great  and  unexpefled  Succefs  MefTrs  fVbitaker 
and  Occam  met  with  on  your  Side  the  Water,  afford 
a  pleafant  and  encouraging  Profped,  and  matter  of 
Praife  to  God  by  all  who  wiili  well  to  Zion,  and  par- 
ticularly to  Christ's  Indian  Caufe.  O  may  God 
reward  thofe  pious  liberal  Souls  with  the  richer  Blefs- 
ings  of  the  New  Covenant,  and  upon  thofe  Chriftian 
Gentleman  the  Honourable  Truli:,  the  Blefling  of 
Thoufands  that  are  ready  to  perifli.  Dr  IVhitaker's, 
and  Mr  Occom's  fafe  Return  is  very  welcome. 

I  think  there  are  feveral  Intimations  in  divine  Pro- 
vidence, that  Almighty  God  is  about  to  make  bare 
his  ^rm  for  Salvation  to  the  poor  Heathen  ;  a  Rem- 
nant of  which  I  can't  but  think  is  referved  for  the 
great  Redeemer. 

I  fometimes  fondly  think,  could  you  afcend  fome 
lofty  Mountain,  from  whence  you  might  view  my 
little  Indian  Flock  :MO'doida,  a  few  hungry  anri  thirfly 
Souls  enquiring  earnertly  for  the  Bread  of  L\i'e, 
methinks  your  Faith  would  begin  to  turn  into 
Vifion.  My  Heart  almoft  began  to  live  laft  Winter. 
-^I  have  lately  had  an  Invitation  from  feveral  large 
Seneca  Towns  to  revifit  and  fettle  with  them  ;  to 
which  I  could  give  no  deterroinate  Anfwer  till  my 
F  Healtn 
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Health  was  better.  I  am  adviled  by  my  Friends  to 
change  my  State  :  The  Ptrfon  kind  Providence 
feems  to  have  pointed  out,  is  Dr  Wheelock's,  Niece, 
has  no  Dowry,  will  come  freighted  with  nothing  but 
Grace  and  good  Senle.  She  is  a  hearty  Friend  to 
Christ's  Indian Caule;  therefore  no EmbarraiTnient: 
as  to  her  Perfon,  rather  an  Auxihary  to  the  impor- 
tant Defign  in  which  I  have  embarked  ;  but  other 
peculiar  Circumftances  I  humbly  think  at  prefent 
forbid.  My  Employ  being  ntcefikrily  attended  with 
fo  much  Expence,  which  i.s  a  great  Grief  to  nje  ; 
and  my  Accommodations  in  the  Wildernels  very  in- 
different. The  Matter  is  of  fuch  Moment,  not  only 
to  me  perfonally,  but  fo  nearly  conneded  with  the 
Defign  I  have  engaged  in,  that  I  muft  fee  the  Way 
clear  before  I  can  proceed  with  a  good  Confcience. 
I  beg  your  Prayers,  Sir,  that  1  may  be  direded  by 
the  Spirit  of  God,  with  a  fingle  Eye  to  his  Glory. 
A  merciful  and  Ibvereign  God  has  been  pleafed  to 
raife  me  from  the  Gates  of  Death,  fpare  me  yet  a  lit- 
tle while  i  many  indeed  are  the  renewed  Obligations 
I  am  under  to  live  and  fpeak  God's  Praife.  Lord, 
write  a  Lav/  of  Gratitude  upon  my  Heart,  and  torm 
me  for  thy  Service  !

TTErewith  you  have  Duplicates  of  my  School  Ac- 
^  counts,  which  I  forwarded  about  a  Month  ago, 
with  Copies  of  feveral  Letters,    and  Mr  Kirtlcimi*^ 

and 
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and  my  Son's  Journals ;  wherein,  I  afiure  you,  you 
had  but  an  imperfedl  Account  of  the  very  great  and 
glorious  Work  of  God's  Grace  among  the  Onoidas : 
which,  I  hope,  has  not  only  comnenfited  for  the 
burdenfome  Length  of  thofe  Writings ;  but  excited 
(and  will  evcite)  your  thankful  Praifes  to  God, 
with  Thoufands  of  his  Saints  befides,  on  both  Sides 
the  Atlantic.  Now  the  pious  Benefaftors,  who 
have  {o  willingly  fhewn  their  Liberality  upon  this 
Occafion,  have  (t&n  their  Loan  to  Christ  repaid  a 
thoufand  times  over;  and  it  is  juft  fuch  a  Payment 
as  they  have  been  praying  and  hoping  for.  I  hope 
in  God  it  may  prove  but  the  firft  Payment,  and 
an  Earnefi:  of  what  is  yet  in  Store  for  the  poor 
Wretches. 

Thomas^  there  mentioned,  is  one  of  the  Ten  who 
arrived  here  from  that  Place  laft  Week  ;  by  whom 
my  dear  Mr  Avery  informs  me  of  the  joyous  Exit 
of  one  of  the  new  Chriftians,  and  her  Triumphs  over 
Death,  much  to  the  Credit  of  her  Chriltian  Pro- 
feflion.  Thomas  informs  me,  that  MeiTrs  Kinne  and 
Avery  were  joyfully  received  by  the  Indians;  but  I 
have  not  yet  been  able  to  difcourfe  much  with  him. 
He  fays,  he  has  much  to  fay  to  me,  but  as  my  Boys 
here  are  not  fo  fl<:ilful  in  the  Languiiges,  choofes  to 
defer  it  till  Mr  Kirtland  returns  from  Bojlon^  which 
is  expeded  next  Week. 

The  Box  of  Books  by  Dr  V/hitaker  are  come  ^^it ; 
the  others  by  Capt.  Hoit^  arrived  at  NezvTork  fome 
time  ago,  but  are  not  yet  come  to  Norwich. 

You  have  herewith  a  Teftirnonial  of  the  Refpefts 
of  the  General  AfTociation  of  this  Colonv  in  their 
late  Convention  at  Coventry,  about  fix  Miles  from 
me. 

God  has  feen  fit  to  keep  me  in  the  dark  with  re-

My  dear  %x^,  Aug.  .8th,  1768. 

T  Hope  my  Journals  and  Accounts  have  arrived 
before  now,  and  are  acceptable  to  the  Right 
Honourable,  Honourable  and  Wortliy  Gentlemen 
of  the  Truft ;  and  that  you  have,  of  fuch  Materials 
as  are  in  your  Hands,  publifhed  or  are  about  to 
publifh  fuch  a  Narrative  as  they  furnifh  (tho'  very 
imperfecftj  of  the  whole  Affair.  Glad  fliould  I  have 
been  to  have  it  done  circumftantially  myfelf -,  but 
I  know  you  would  neither  blame  me  for  not  doing, 
nor  fo  much  as  defire  me  to  do  it,  if  you  knew  the 
continual  Croud  and  Weight  of  Affairs  upon  me, 
and  the  many  Infirmities  of  Body  occafioned  (or  at 
leafl:  aggravated)  thereby,  which  I  have  to  ftruggle 
under.  I  apprehend  none  of  you  conceive  one  half 
that  I  have  to  encounter ;  and  yet  1  hings  in  the 
main  go  on  as  well  as  could  reafonably  be  cxpeded, 
and  much  better  than  any,  who  were  acquainted 
with  Indians  and  Indian  Aff^airs  expefled  when  I 
began. 

Thomas,  and  thofe  with  him  ^rom  Onoida,  of  whom 
I  informed  you  in  mine  of  July  5th,  continued  with 
me  till  the  ift  Inflant,  by  which  time  Mundius  (Son 
to  one  of  the  beforementioned,  who  came  down) 
who  had  been  for  a  long  time  at  the  Gates  of  Death, 
and  his  Life  deipaircd  of  by  moft  Phyficians,  fo  far 
recovered,  that  he  fet  out  with  them  (though  very 
feeble)  for  Onoida.  A  pretty  little  Boy,  who  was 
Son  to  another  that  came  down,  was  taken  fick  a 
few  Days  after  their  coming,  and  continued  about  a 
Fortnight,  and  died;  the  nrfl:  Indian  Scholar  that 
has  died  at  myHoufe.     I'hoinas  d.x\d  his  Companions 

took 
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took  a  very  affedionate  Leave  of  me,  afiuring  mc 
they  would  join  their  utmoft  Endeavours  with  mine 
to  help  forward  the  great  Defign  in  view.  They 
went  from  me  expeding  to  meet  the  Nations  in 
their  Congrefs  at  Mount  Johnfon^  where  they  ex- 
pected the  Onondages  would  give  their  Anfwer  to 
my  Mefiage  to  them  by  my  Son  lafl  Winter. 

Mr  Kinne  returned  to  me  two  Days  ago,  after 
near  three  Months  MilTion  to  fupply  Mr  Kiri land  ; 
partly  on  Account  of  his  growing  Indifpofition,  and 
partly  becaule  Johannes  his  Interpreter  was  obliged 
to  be  gone  for  fome  time,  and  no  other  could  be 
obtained  for  the  prefent.  Jofeph  Brant  was  willing 
to  ferve  him.  Mv  Kinne  informs  me,  the  Congrefs 
before  mentioned  was  deferred  till  all  the  Tribes 
under  Sir  V/illiam^%  Infpedlion  can  be  fummoned  to- 
gether at  Fort  StanwiXy  which  is  within  20  Miles  of 
the  Towns  on  which  the  Spirit  of  God  has  been 
poured  out.  I  am  feeking  tor  meet  Agents  to  join 
the  new  converted  Indians  to  recomimend  the  Defign 
to  all  the  Chiefs  of  the  Nations  together.  God  is 
now  fhewing  us  what  he  can  do,  and  who  knows 
how  foon  and  efFedually  the  Leaven  may  ferment 
and  fpread  till  the  whole  Lump  be  leavened.  I 
think  the  Profpedt  fuch,  that  there  will  be  no  Occa- 
fion  for  uneafy  Refledtions  if  the  Attempt  and  Ex- 
pence  iliould  prove  unfuccelsful. 

I  am  ufing  utmoft  Endeavours  to  enable  my  Ho- 
noured Patrons  underftandingly  to  give  the  Pre- 
ference to  one  of  a  Number  of  Places  propofed  as  a 
Site  for  this'School.  When  thofe  I  have  employed 
ftiall  make  their  Return,  I  fliall,  by  the  earlieft 
Conveyance,  tranfmic  all  the  Light  I  can  get  for 
that  Purpofe  i  and  hope  the  Affair  will  not  be  de- 
layed. 

I  would  not  fail  to  exprefs  fuch  Gratitude  as  be- 
comes me,  and  is  reaionaoiy  expected  from  the  gc- 
F  4  nerous 
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ncrous  Benefactors,  who  have  fohberaliy  contributed 
to  thisDefigri,  I  hereby  authorize  you  to  do  it  in 
my  Name  and  Stead  ^  or  eife  advife  me  what  is  due, 
and  how  to  difchaige  that  Debt.

Tp^Oubtlefs  you  have  heard  of  my  Sicknefs  on  Board  of  Ship.  I  was 
-*-^  taken  ill  two  or  three  Days  after  I  got  on  Board,  and  was  feverely 
handled  with  it  four  Weeks,  to  that  Degree  I  was  in  a  Delirium  for  fome 
Days  ;  the  Captain  expelled  nothing  but  to  caft  me  overboard  in  a  fhort 
Time;  and  we  had  a  rough  Paflage,  contrary  Winds  moft  of  the  Way 
over;  by  the  Goodnefs  of  God  I  began  to  amend  at  the  End  of  the  four 
Weeks,  and  grew  flrong  very  faft. — We  were  eight  Weeks  toiled  to  and 
fro  on  the  mighty  Ocean.  On  Friday  in  the  Afternoon  we  landed  at 
BoJIon  to  our  great  Joy,  and  to  the  Joy  of  our  Friends  :  Oh  what  Joy 
v/ill  it  be  to  Chriftians  to  arrive  fafely  at  laft  to  the  Haven  of  the  New  Je- 
rufalem  ! — The  next  Morning  1  took  Hoiieand  went  on  my  Way  home- 
ward ;  Tuejday  following  I  reached  Home  about  Two  o'Clock  P.M.  and 
by  the  infinite  Goodnefs  of  God,  found  mv  poor  Family  in  a  good  State  of 
Health,  except  my  Wife,  flie  had  been  in  a  poor  declining  Way  above  a 
Year,  and  fhe  is  Hill  in  a  bad  State  of  Health  ;  fhe  has  had  Two  fudden 
fevere  ill  Turns  fince  i  have  been  at  Home ;  a  ^cw  Days  ago  we  did  not 
expe£l  her  Life  many  Hours,  but  by  the  pure  Mercy  of  God  (he  is  now 
much  better. 

I  have  been  to  feveral  Places  of  Indians  this  Summer  round  about  here, 
and  they  all  receive  me  v.'ith  Gladncfs  and  tender  Affe(Sl:ion. — They  are 
very  thankful  to  hear  the  benevolent  Difpofition  of  Chriftians  over  the 
mighty  Waters,  by  freely  contributing  of  their  Subftance  towards  the  In- 
ilruction  of  the  poor  Indians  \\-\North  America. — They  hope  by  this  Means 
their  poor  Childrens  Eyes  may  be  opened,  that  they  may  fee  with  their 
own  Eyes. — I  had  iowxOnoida  Indians  came  to  fee  me,  fome  time  laft7^6'» 
and  manifcfted  Thankfulnefs  at  my  Return. — 7'hey  were  greatly  affeded 
to  hear  the  good  Report  I  gave  them  of  the  People  in  the  old  Chriilian 
Countries. — Were  very  urgent  to  have  me  go  amongft  them  this  Summer 
paft,  but  I  told  them  1  had  been  gone  fo  long  from  Hc^me,  1  thought  it 
Duty  to  ftay  at  Home  this  Year,  and  if  I  live  to  fee  another  Spring,  1 
would  give  them  a  long  Vifit,  and  they  went  away  fatisfied. — I  am  now 
writing'a  Ihort  Narrative  of  my  Life.— Dr //^/Woi-y^-'s  School  profpers  as 
heretofore,  and  the  Indians  are  ftill  willing  to  fend  their  Children. — I  am 
afraid  the  Dutch  and  'Cci'zFrcnch  near  the  Indians  are  trying  all  they  can  to 
prejudice  the  Minds  of  the  Indians  againft  the  School,  and  againft:  the 
Evglifi)',  but  if  this  Work  is  of  God,  He  will  carry  it  on. — 1  truft  the 

Lord  will  not  forfake  his  People  in  thefe  Parts. Sincere  Refpeds  to 

you  and  yours,  and  grateful  Refpeds  to  our  worthy  Truftees.
